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TIIE extent of the pariſh of Epſom is a ſquare of about 24 miles, contain- 
ing 4000 acres, or thereabouts. Of theſe, the downs, common, and waſte- 
lands, are eſtimated at goo acres: 550, acres lie in undivided common- 
fields; the reſt is incloſed. It does not appear that, within the laſt 45 
years, more than 115 acres of common-field lands have been encloſed ; 
and not more than ten or a dozen-acres of waſte have, within that period, 
been taken in, and reclaimed.. The courſe of agriculture purſued in the 
pariſh is much the-ſame as that which prevails. in moſt places, within 20 
miles of London: a ſmall portion of the land is cultivated with artificial 
graſſes. There is little or no natural meadow, though a conſiderable quan- 
tity of hay is made in the pariſh. There are 6 farmers, who occupy from 
200 to 400 acres each; and their rent, in general, is ſuppoſed to be about 
C1. an acre. The land, not occupied by farmers, is, in general, in the 
the hands of gentlemen, and tradeſmen; and uſually lets from 4 guineas 
an acre, to about half that ſum. The land-tax i is ſaid to be aſſeſſed on the 
net rental, at 28. 1d. in the pound: however, this is not invariably the 
caſe. It amounts to 699. 58. 5d. from which. the rental of the parith.. 


may be eſtimated at C 7115. 


Of the population of this mi and the employment and general 
5 circumſtances of it's inhabitants, a fair, full, and accurate. view. is given 
in the ſubjoined table, formed from actual enumeration; from which it 
appears, that, although there are no conſidetable manufactories, there are 
artiſans of almoſt every, deſcription, as the town is a ſort of martꝭ or place 
of general reſort, for many of the cireumjacent villages. The wages of 
Journeyriten" tradeſmen, and ſervants, are nearly the fame as in London.

With the exception of furze from the common, gathered with more 
loſs of time than it appears to be worth, and a very little wood, the fuel 
uſed here is coal, brought by land-carriage from Kingſton, which, at Ep- 
ſom; coſts about 58. a chaldron more than it does in the metropolis. 

The Poor of this pariſh have been farmed out, for more than 20 years; 
and, although this fyſtem has often been, and till is, objected to by many, 
and not always without reaſon, none leſs objectionable in all it's parts can 
yet be hit upon. The firſt effect of this ſcheme was to reduce the Poor's 
Rates nearly one half; and it ſtill keeps them down to about half-a- crown 
in the pound. By the returns made to Parliament in the year 1786, it 
appears, that, in 1776, the money expended on the Poor, amounted to 
L 449. ; that the Rates aſſeſſed in the year 1783, were C 758. 58. 6d.; in 
1784, £ 824. 48.; and in 1785, £717. 18s. 6d. The preſent annual 
allowance to the contractor, who farms the Poor, is C 550. 22

Their proviſions are not only plentiful, but, in general, wholſome and 
good. In caſes of ſickneſs, they are regularly and carefully. attended by 
a medical man: and the children are tolerably well inſtruQed j in reading, 
and in their catechiſm, by one or more of the elder Paupers. 


There are, in this pariſh, 2 Friendly Societies. The firſt, eſtabliſhed i in 
176 5, conſiſts of 127 members; and they now have in the 3 per cent. 
conſols, C 1250. beſides £ 100. on mortgage. The ſecond, "inſtituted i in 
1778, conſiſts -of - 118 members; and has ( 500. in the 3 per. cent. 
conſols. The third, founded about 2 years ago, conſiſts, as yet, of nde 
more than 30 members. All the three are remarkably regular, and de- 
corous, as Societies. There is no evidence that any member, of any of 
them, or any of "their families, have ever, during the whole perf ſinee 
their inſtitution, either aſked, or obtained parochial aid.

The tradeſmen-complain, that the 
farmers would not raiſe the wages of labour; but got the labourers ſup- 
ported by the pariſh, while they, (the farmers,) were reaping great ad- 
vantage from the very cauſe of the labourers becoming neceſſitous.

| THE patch of Chailey is ſituated on the London road, about 14 miles 
from Eaſt Grinſtead, and 6 from Lewes: it is 6 miles in length, but very 
narrow, being in ſome ports not more than half a mile wide. 
_ 'G houſes are rated to the houſe-tax: 57 pay the window-tax: 47 
are inhabited by Paupers, and are exempted from the window-duty : of 
theſe, 11 are dauble tenements; ſo that, in the whole, 58 tenements are 
exempted. The 3nhabitants, (in number about 500, are chiefly engaged 
in agticulture : a few are employed in a ſmall pottery; and a conſiderable 
quantity of bricks and tiles is made here. Diſſenters, of which there are 
but few in the pariſh, are moſily Methodiſts and Baptiſts. 

The prices of proviſions are: butcher's meat, from gd. to 6d. the pound; 
and fat hogs, from 4s. 3d. to 48. 6d. the ſtone : the price of fiſh is very 
variable. 


Sitice che advance ! in 0 des of proviſions the wages of day-labourers 
have been increaſed from 14d. to 18d. in winter; and from 16d. to 28. 


in ſummer: but reaping, mowing, hedging, pl come wood, and other 
agricultural work, is generally done by the piece. 

"The average rent of land is about ten ſhillings an acre ; ſome land is 
worth leſs, and ſome confiderably more.

ſwept: the different apartments are very dirty, and the walls want white- 
waſhing. The high walls of the yard obſtruct the free current of air. 


About 250 Poor are, uſually, in the houſe, in winter - and 200 in 
fummer : the preſent inmates, amounting to 196, are chiefly children, 
old people, women with baſtards,. and lunatics. They are chiefly em- 
ployed in winding and twiſting filk, and ſpinning mop-yarn, jerſey, &c- 
2 or 3 looms are uſed for weaving jerſey ; and another was lately erected- 
ed for weaving a fort of rugs, but has not anſwered the purpoſe for 
which it was intended: thoſe who work in the filk buſineſs, whether old 
or young, male or female, earn 18. a week each : no yearly ſtatement of 
earnings is made out; but, from an examination of the weekly amount in 
different ſeaſons, it appears that the average is about L110. a year. No 
account of the average number of Poor in the houſe, nor of their births: 
or burials, could be obtained. About Z80.' are paid weekly to 330 fa- 
milies of out-penſioners ; one-fourth of which are militia-men's families.

SOUTHAM is a ſmall market town: the extent of the pariſh is eſti- 

anated at 1700 acres. It contains 750 inhabitants, farmers, labourers, 

and tradeſmen : they are all of the Eftabliſhed Church. 

86 houſes pay the window-tax, and 110 are exempted. 

The prices of proviſions are: beef, 5d. the lb.; mutton, 5d. ; veal, 43d. 
or 5d. ; bacon, 10d.; butter, 9d. ; milk, zd. the pint ; bread, 4 lb. for 1s. 

Qrdinary labourers receive 6s. a week in winter, and 7s, a week in ſum- 
mer; in harveſt, they have 18. 6d. a day: women weeding corn, &c. 
have 6d. a day; and for hay-making, 8d. a day, without — in 
ſpinning jerſey, they earn about 4d. a day. 

There are 15 ale-houſes in the pariſh; and one Friendly Society, con- 
ſiſting of 93 members. They meet once a quarter; ſpend 3d. and pay 28. 
each quarterly meeting, towards the maintenance and ſupport of the 
Society. An annual feaſt is held on Whit.-Tueſday; on which day 
they all attend the pariſh church of Southam, and pay half-a-guinea to 
the clergyman, who preaches a ſermon. On the annual feaſt-day, two 
ſtewards are choſen, by' ballot, for the enſuing year, who appoint two de- 
puties or aſſiſtants, and a clerk. The Rewards preſide at the quarterly 
meetings, viſit the ſick, carry them their pay, &c. The clerk receives 18. 
from each member on the annual feaſt-day, and 1d. on the admiſſion of 
a new member: he is likewiſe excuſed from paying 3d. on the quarterly

DIY KIRKBY LONSDALE. 


THE extent of this townſhip is about '750 acres ; of which, about 
370 acres are common. 135 houſes pay the witdow-tik ; ; the number 
exempted could not be aſcertained. A table of baptiſms and burials would 
afford * very little information, as ſeveral neighbouring townſhips bury and 
chriſten at the fame church: the population of this townſhip was accu- 
rately taken in 1789; when it was found to amount to 512 males, and 
569 females: total, 108 1. Since that period, very little variation has taken 
place, with regard to the number of the inhabitants. 

Kirkby Lonſdale is a ſmall market town, of inconſiderable trade: tan- 
ning is carried on here; and a little pack-thread, ſhoes, and one bags, 
or ſacking, made for exportation. 

Agricultural labourers receive 18. a day, and victuals: the weekly wages 
in ſummer, are from 10s. to 128. a week, without victuals; and in Win- 
hy 98. ; women earn from Ad. to'6d. a day, by ſpinning worſted. © 

The proviſions uſed here by the labouring Poor, are, chiefly, allk, - 


oat-bread, baſty-pudding, onions, potatoes, and, now and then, a little 
butcher's meat.

The following Extract from the View of the Agriculture of the County of Weſtmore- 
land, will afford the reader full information relative to the general rate of agricultural mn | 
in this county : 

« Labour is dearer in Weſtmoreland than it is in almoſt any of the counties either to * 
north or ſouth of it. This, probably, is owing to the great number of ſmall land-holders, 
or flateſmen, who, doing the work upon their own eſtates, with their own hands and thoſe of 
their families, are perhaps diſinclined to labour for other people. 

Servants by the year. A hind may be hired by the year, for twenty pounds, a houſe, a 2 
garden, and a patch of ground to grow potatoes; and an unmarried man, from ten to twelve 
guineas a year, and board and waſhing. 

By the day. The wages of an ordinary labourer are from 1s. ad. to 18, 8d. a day; he begins 
to work between ſix and ſeven, reſts an hour at dinner, and leaves it off between ſix and 
ſeven in the evening. The labourers on the highway, from Shap to Kendal, receive 18. d. 
a day ſor nine months in the year; and 18. 6d. a day for the other three months. 

By the month. On large farms, in the ſeaſons of hay and harveſt, it is not unuſual to hire, 
| labourers by the month, (of four weeks,) at the rate of £1. 128. 6d. and viQuals. They 
breakfaſt on milk pottage and bread and cheeſe, receive a pint of good beer in the forenoon 
and another in the afternoon ; they dine on-meat, boiled, baked, or roaſted, and potatoes or 
pudding; ſup on cold meat, and have plenty of common beer to drink through the day. 
They begin, in the morning, as ſoon as the corn is dry; only reſt at meale, and continue as 
late as they can ſee to work.

Carpenters wages. The wages of a carpenter, or common country wright, differ very 
little from thoſe of a maſon. 

- Fhreſher. A farmer's own ſervants generally threſh out the corn. When perſons are 
hired for this purpoſe, they receive about 18. for threſhing a load of ſeven and a half buſhels 
of oats, and 1s. 3d. for that of barley; and from 4d, to 8d. a boll of rye, confiſting of two 
Wincheſter buſhels, 

Miller. Farmers commonly have their meal made from oats of their own growing. The 
miller receives 4d. a load, for drying the oats. If they are good in quality, a load of ſeven 
and a half buſhels will yield 176 pounds of meal, beſides paying the miller his toll for grind- 
ing, which is gueſſed to be about four per cent. Wheat is made into flour, for 4d. a buſhel. 
Numberleſs ſtreams rendering the precarious aſſiſtance of wind- milla unneceſſary, there is 
but one in the county, which is employed in grinding bark for the tanners at Kendal. - 

Thatcher. A thatcher receives about 18. 4d. a day, and victuals; or 28. 4d. without 
victuals. 8 

Slater. Slating is meaſured by the rood of forty-two and one- fourth ſquare yards, and 
coſts, for the workmanſhip, 128. or 13s. a rood; in the vicinity of the ſlate quarries, the 
ſlater will find all materials and labour, for 45s. or 50s. a rood. 

Tailor. A tailor gets, in ſome places, 10d.; in others, 18. a day; and board. 

Mole-catcher. The mole-hills are earefully ſpread in moſt parts of the county, and the 
fields are cleared of moles, at the rate of 3d. an acre, where they have not been catched be · 
fore; 24. an acre are paid the ſecond year, and 1d. or 124. yearly thereafter. 

Maid- ſervants, by the year. In ſome farmers families, where they are hard worked, maid- 
ſervants receive ¶ 6. a year. Their ordinary wages in other families, may be about ( 4. 10s. 
or, perhaps, £ 5. When they do not change their ſervice, if ſtrangers in the pariſh, care is 
taken to vary their wages every ſix months, to prevent them from acquiring a ſettlement, 
Zy the month. In hay time and harveſt, when hired for a month, they get from 168. to 
248. and board. 

y the day. When hired by the day, in harveſt and hay-time, they receive 8d. or 10d. and 


victuals ;; or 18. 3d. or 18. 6d. without victuals. At other ſeaſons, they are paid with 8d. 
10d, or Is. a day. Their times of beginning and of leaving off work, and their hours 


of labour and of reſt, are very various.“ 


Rent 
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Rent of land is from 108. to £2. an acre; the average is about 16s, the 
ftatute acre. A ſmall modus is paid! in lieu of corn and hay; tithe wool, 
lambs, milk, and pigs, are paid in kind. The land- tax amounts to 
£65. 108. and is about 75d, in the pound. 

The Poor are now, and have for many years back been, allowed a 
maintenance at home; 27 perſons, of whom 20 have families, receive 
weekly relief: the uſual allowance to an old pauper is generally 28. a week: 
4 houſe- rents are alſo paid by the chapelry.

Tus extent of this pariſh is eſtimated at 25 ſquare miles; and the po- 
pulation at 20,000 ſouls: the latter, I ſhould imagine, was rather exag- 
gerated. A few of the inhabitants are agriculturiſts; but hey are, 
chiefly, manufacturers of ſuperfine cloth, for the London market. 

Here are 1 Methodiſt, 1 Quaker' „ 1 b and 2 Baprit con- 
gregations. 

Excluſive of the borough, the pariſh contains 6 hamlets, each of which 
has a ſeparate collector of the land and window-tax; a circumſtance which 
would have oocaſioned ſome trouble in aſcertaining the number of aſſeſſed 
Houſes : however, from the number of men raiſed ſor the Navy, it ap- 
pears, that, {at the rate of one man for 68 houſes,) about 350 houſes i in 
the town and the hamlets are rated. 

The prices of provifions are: beef, from 4d. to 5d. the Ib.; mait- 
ton, 51d. ; veal, 6d. ; butter, 114d. ; bread, 4 1b. for 1s. ; potatoes, 16. d. 
the buſhel ; wheat, 1 28. 6d. ditto; barley, 4s. 6d. ditto; and oats, 38. 6d. 
ditto. Sheermen are paid 178. a week; fcribblers, from 128. to 158. ditto; 
weavers, from 10s, to 248. ditto ;- labourers receive, for ordinary work, 
from Bs. to 98., and in harveſt, from 16s. to 188, a week. There are 18 
ale-houſes in the pariſh, and 9 or 10 Friendly Societies, ſome of which 
have taken the benefit of the late Act: theſe uſeful inflitutions are much 
encouraged by honorary members; and it is, perhaps, partly owing to 'the 
thrivitg* Rate of theſe Societies, that the ne, in the Nr. Rates 
has been effected.

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In 1784, an Act of Parliament was paſſed, to.enable this pariſh to ap- 
point a general overſeer, with a ſalary of £ 100. a year. Mr. Rainey, a 
gentleman of "conſiderable property, has filled the office ever ſince that 

period; but accepts only £ 60. a year. Under his ſuperintendance the 
Poor are either relieved at home, or maintained, and employed in a work- 
houſe, which, although an old building, has been much improved by him. 
The apartments are now exceedingly neat and comfortable : the Poor are 
kept clean, and well fed: they muſt, however, perform with diligence | 
the work aſſigned them: idleneſs, and diſhoneſty, are inevitably puniſhed, . 
either by depriving the offender of a meal, or ſubjecting him to the moſt 
degrading offices in the houſe. Nor are the out-poor leſs cloſely attended 
to; if they are idle, get drunk, or otherwiſe miſbehave, or refuſe to ſend: - 
their children to ſervice, at a proper age, they are immediately ordered. 
into the houſe. Badging the Poor is ſuppoſed to have been of ſervice in 
reducing the Rates. Mr. Rainey, from his knowledge of law, often pre- 
vents uſeleſs litigations ; and, from being acquainted with the character 
and circumſtances of every perſon who applies for relief, can diſcrimi- 
nate, very fairly, between ſelf-created, and undeſerved, poverty.

As the chapelry conſiſts almoſt entirely of dairy farms, and conſequent- 
ly affords very little employment in huſbandry, except during the hay- 
harveſ!, the labouring poor are very dependant on the neighbouring towns, 
where the cloth manufacture is carried on; but, unfortunately, ſince the 
 Introdudion of machinery, which lately took place, hand- ſpinning has 
fallen into diſuſe, and for theſe two, reaſons ; the clothier no longer de- 
pends on the Poor for the yarn which they formerly ſpun for hig at their 
own homes, as he finds that 50 perſons, (to ſpeak within compaſs,) with 
the help of machines, will do as much work as 500. without them; and 
the Poor, from the great redudtion m the wm of ſpinning, ſcarcely have 
the heart to earn the little that is obtained by it. For what they uſed to 
receive 18. and 1s. ad. the pound for ſpinning, before the application, of 
machinery, they now are allowed only 5d. ; ſo that a woman, in a good

Theſe two families are a fair ſpecimen of the general mode of FRAY 
among the labouring people in this county; except that when the huſ- 
band is diffolute, or the wife idle, the diſtreſs is infinitely greater.

neral, thoſe families, in v which there are 3 or 4 ſmall children, incapable of 
earning any thing, are put to the greateſt ſhifts for a maintenance. Even, 
ſimgle women, often cannot ſubſiſt without great difficulty. „Ihere are 
two ſiſters, (ſpinſterz, ) who live upon 38.

In one inſtance, how- 
ever, the Poor have been better off: they were allowed wheat by 
their employers at the reduced price of 8s. the buſhel, during the late dear 
ſeaſon; and in the wheat-harveſt their earnings are ſuch, that, with 
economy, they may lay by a little for cloaths, rent, and other neceſſaries, 
for the winter. It is, probably, owing to the demand for agricultural 
labour, in the corn pariſhes, that the population of Seend- has rather de- 
creaſed ; and that the Poor often migrate from Ne in ſearch of * 
wages, and more n employment.

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tained, but, what is to be learned from perſons, who have an intereſt in 
the truth's being concealed : for, before that time, ſeveral. early records of 
pariſh tranſactions were committed to the care of an ancient clerk ; at 
whoſe deceaſe, his widow diſpoſed of them, (as things of little value,) 
to a grocer, to be uſed in the way of his buſineſs.

The woollen manufacture has flouriſhed here for three centuries : the 
principal fabrics are tammies, callimancoes, ruſſets, broad and narrow 
cloths. They are generally woven by poor manufacturers, and ſold in an 
unfiniſhed ſtate to the merchants, who dye and prepare them for foreign 
and home conſumption. The cloth-hall at Halifax, in which the rough 
cloths are expoſed to ſale, is 300 feet in length by 240 in breadth: the 
coſt of the building was J 12,000. : the value of the goods exhibited there 
often amounts to £ 50,000. The hall contains 35 different rooms, in 
which the manufactures of the town and neighbourhood are expoſed to ſale, 
It is open each Saturday at 10 o'clock, and is ſhut two hours after. 
Thoſe who purchaſe before, or after the . are liable to a penalty.

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KINGSTON-UPON-HULL. 


THE town of Kin gſton· upon- Hull is bounded, on che eaſt, by the VE 
river Hull, on which it ſtands ; on the ſouth, by the river Humber ; ; on 
the weſt, by the lordſhip of Myton ; and on the north, by the lordſhip of 
Sculcoats. It is divided into two pariſhes, viz. the Holy Trinity, and St. 
Mary; was formerly encloſed by walls, a ditch or foſſe, and other military 
works, and contained within the walls, (which were lately taken down,) 
an area of about 73 acres. The county of the town of Kingſton-upon- 
Hull, lies weſtward of the town of Hull : it is ſuppoſed to contain about 
12,000 acres, and compriſes the lordſhip of Myton, and the ſeveral 
townſhips of Heſsle, Auldby, Tranby, Ferriby, Swanland, Weſt-Ella, 
Kirk-Ella, and part of Willerby. This diſtrict was formerly a part of 
the county of York, but was ſeparated from it, and, with the town of 
Hull, formed into a county, by charter of the 25 Hen. VI. 

The conjectures of the public reſpeQing the population of Hull having 
been extremely various, the © Society for Literary Information” in Hull, 
towards the latter end of the year 1792, (in order to aſcertain it beyond a 
doubt,) took an actual enumeration of the inhabitants, including thoſe | 
of the pariſh of Sculcoats, which, from it's contiguity to Hull, may be 
conſidered as a part of the town.

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It is not known, with certainty, what number of houſes in Hull are 
exempted from the houſe or window-tax. 

By the Act of Parliament for laying a duty « on inhabited houſes, | houſes 

of leſs value than L 5. per ann. are not rateable to that tax; but to the 
window-tax they are rateable, let their value be ever ſo ſmall.“ 
It has been the cuſtom in Hull, not to rate any perſon to the Poor's 
Rate, unleſs they were legalky ſettled in Hull, or rented 10. a year, or 
were not likely, (when the rental was leſs than 10. per ann.) to become 
chargeable 3 but as no ſettlement is gained by being aſſeſſed, and paying 
the houſe and window-duty, it is imagined that fewer, on that account, 
are exempted from thoſe taxes, than from the Poor's Rate. 

As Hull is a large ſea-port, the. inhabitants in- -the town are principally 
engaged in commercial purſuits; and thoſe in the neighbourhood, in 
agriculture. The principal importations into Hull are, iron from Swe- 
den; iron, timber, hemp, and flax, from Ruſſia; and wine, from Spain 
and Portugal. ä . 

There are no woollen nor cotton manufaQories in or near Hull; 
ſail-cloth and facking are manufactured, but the quantity is not very 1 
derable. There are alſo rope-makers, maſt-makers,. block-makers ; ſix or 
ſeven yards for bu: ding, and as many dry docks for repairing, ſhips ; 
two ſugar-houfes, a ſoap-honſe, a paper-mill, ſeveral mills for bruiſing 
rape-ſee:!, and lint-ſeed, grinding flour, &c., ſome of which are worked 
by ſteam-engines, and the reſt by wind. 

Both corn and butcher's meat are at this time much higher than at the 
ſame ſeaſon of the your, on an average, for the laſt 20 years. Middling 
wheat is from 758: 10 818. the quarter; beef, from 4d. to about 7d. 
the pound; and maſtt6n, from 5d. to-6d. the pound. 

The wages of labourers in the town of Hull are ſo various, that it is 
difficult to eſtimate them, with any accuracy. In the neighbourhood of 
Hull, the wages of a common agricultural labourer, at this time, are from 
18. 9d. to 28. the day, but oftener at the latter price than the former. Im- 
mediately preceding 1795, they might be eſtimated from 18. 6d. to 18. 8d. 
the day. At taſk-work, a man will earn from 28. 6d. to 38. the day. The 
wages of women are from 6d: to bd. the day. Wages in harveſt are

There are but few large farms in the neighbourhood of Hull. The 
| rentals vary much: they are, in general, from L Fo. to about L 200. a 
| year. The tenure, in the neighbourhood of Hull, is, principally, freehold. 
In Holderneſs, which lies eaſt of Hull, the tenure, in ſeveral townſhips, 
is copyhold. The principal articles of cultivation are, wheat, oats, barley, 
and. beans. There are but few commons, and little or no waſte lands in 
the neighbourhood of Hull. 

The lordſhip of Sculcoats, which lies to the aceth, contiguous to the 
town of Hull, was encloſed above a century ago. 

The townſhip of Sutton and Stone Ferry, parts of which extend nearly 
to the town of Hull, contain about 4180 acres ; and were encloſed by 
Act of Parliament, in 1764. 

Myton Carr, which lies to the weſt, is alſo contiguous to the town of 
Hull; contains about 170 acres, and was encloſed by Act of Parliament, 
about the year 1771. The open fields of Heſsle, Anlaby, and Tranby, 
which lie {till further weſt of Hull, contain about 3640 acres :: they were 
encloſed by Act of Parliament, in 1792. The open fields of Weſt-Ella, 
Kirk-Ella, and Willerby, lie ſtill further weſt of Hull, and contain about 
1700 acres. An Act has been obtained this year, (1796,) for encloſing 
them. The fields of renn, and Swanland, contain about 4900 acres, 
and are ſtill open.

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of correction, in the town of Hully for the better 1 and main- 
tenance of the Poor; for which purpoſe, ſeveral perſons therein named, 
were incorporated by the name of The Governor, Deputy Governor, 
Affiſtants, and Guardians of the Poor, to have the care of, and provide for, 
the maintenance of all the Poor within the town of Hull, of what age 
or kind ſoever, except ſuch as ſhould. be ſufficiently provided for by the 
charitable gifts of other perſons, or in hoſpitals, or alms-houſes.“ 


In the ſame year, the corporation built a houſe, called the Charity-Hall, 
in which the Poor have ſince been, and continue to be maintained. 


As their number increaſed, ſeveral other Ads of Parliament were ob- 
tained*, to empower the corporation to borrow further ſums of money 


beyond what they were 2 to n by me Act of the gth . roth 
of William the Third. 5 


In “ An account * of ſeveral work-honlſes,” -publiſhed in 1732, we have 
the following intereſting detail of the management of the Charity-Hall, 
ra the three firſt years of the inſtitution : .

NN the ninth and tenth year of King William the Third, anno 1698, 
an Act of Parliament was procured for this place, much the ſame as that 
for Briſtol two years before, whereby a corporation is conſtituted by the 
name of · Governor, Deputy-Governor, Aſſiſtants, and Guardians of the 
Poor,” conſiſting of the Mayor, 12 Aldermen for the time being, with 24 
other inhabitants, elected, 4 out of each of the ſix wards. 

The corporation is empowered to raiſe money by a taxation, for the 
ereQting;work-houſes, &c. not exceeding L 2000. ; and likewiſe money for 
the maintenance thereof, not exceeding what had been levied for any one 
of the three years preceding; and to compel poor people, ſeeking relief, 
to dwell, and work, in ſuch an: and to keep children, 1 in order to be 
placed out appfentices, &c. 

By this authority, a a convenient © houſe was then built, capable & receiv-

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_ cient to defray the charge thereof; but, after this good beginning, part 
only of the Act being put in execution, the building proved almoſt uſeleſs 
and the whole management often detrimental to the Poor. So that the houſe, 
for many years, was no better than a charity-ſchool for children, while the 
reſt of the Poor were continued on their weekly penſions, For the Act 
allowing no more money to be raiſed when the Poor increaſed, none could 
receive any penſion but upon the death of ſome other; whence it neceſ- 
farily followed, that thoſe, who had the beſt friends, got upon the liſt ; 
while others, who had the ſame right, were forced to beg ; and every court 
had a great number of petitions, which they could not anſwer. = 
This had been long lamented, and by ſome thought impoſſible to be re- 

medied; but, at laſt, the major part of the corporation reſolved to uſe the 
method ſo: much recommended by others, and to put the whole of the 
Act in execution. In order whereunto, we got a maſter from London, 
and allowed him / 40. per annum ſalary; at whoſe coming, in January 

1727-8, we ſet immediately about furniſhing the houſe, in the manner he 
diredted, and, in April, took off all the weekly pay ; when few of them, 
that had pay, came into the houſe, and moſt of them petitioned in vain 
againſt it; the number at firſt admitted were 101, which number has ſince 
Increaſed; and keeps fluctuating, ſometimes over or under that number, 

The charge, in fitting up the houſe, was about £ 360., which might have 

been defrayed by a tax ; but we choſe rather to try by a voluntary contri- 
bution, which was collected from houſe to houſe, the week after charity ſer- 
mons had been preached, by a neighbouring clergyman. at both our churches, 
and by the Diſſenters at both their meeting-houſes, and amounted to the 
ſum of £230. This, with the ſtock we had before, and ſome legacies 
we have received, defrayed the ſaid charge; and our yearly aſſeſſment, 
which is no more than what it was 20 years ago, (though the town is 
much more populous,) is ſo eaſy, that few can deſire to have it leſſened, 


the richeſt not paying above 18. per week; and, if the event of 2 or 3 
years ſhew that a little additional charity will accompliſh our deſign, we 


doubt not but all our brethren will join their good offices to enable us to 
bring it to greater perfection. And though our Poor's Rates ſhonld not 
be leſſened, we hope to have few or no beggars in our ſtreets, and our 


Poor, comfortably ſubliſted, ſo long as the dae We have. publiſhed ſhall 
de duly obſerved.

It is to be noted, that, although, for the 3 laſt years, the number of the 
Poor has been, one with another, about 100; yet, at the firſt, we had 
120, and have now but 87; and that we are at a great charge, by people 
without doors falling ill, which, (by the application of the apothecary, at 
the phyſician's ditection, and ſome other aſſiſtance we allow them,) has 
often kept families from us, and has occaſioued the apothecary' s notes to 
run ſo high, that about one-third part has. been for people not in the houſe. 


The following table ſhews the ſums raiſed annually, by virtue g ef the 
various Acts relative to the Poor of Hull, from * year 1 7 to the 2 
1796, incluſive, -- — 1 Sd 
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It appears, from this table, that, in periods of war, the Poor's Rates, in 
Hull, have always greatly increaſed: this is, probably, owing to a great 
number of the inhabitants entering, or being impreſſed, into his Majeſty's 
ſervice ; their families, not being left ſufficiently provided for, are De 

to apply, to the pariſh for relief. 

The method of providing for the Poor, in the Charity-hall, has * 
found, by experience, to tend greatly to the eaſe of the inhabitants of the 
town ; and the Poor, (it is ſaid,) receive a more comfortable maintenance 
than they did before the paſſing of the AQts above cited. | 

In the laſt winter, ({Fg95-6,) the number of perſons maintained in the 
houſe were about 345 ; the number this day, (18 June 1796,) amounts 
to 284; beſides. which, goo families, containing about 2600 perſons, 
(men, women, and children,) receive weekly relief out of the houſe. The 
out-relief, for the week ending laſt Saturday, (11 June 1796,) amounted 
to { 47. 2s. 6d. In addition to the above, 102 children are, at this time, 
| nurſed out of the houſe ; the expence of which, for, the week ending on 

the 11th of June, amounted to J 6. 198. zd. 

Ihe children in the houſe are employed in ſpinning jerſey : their earn- 
ings amount, annually, to about Z 1 10. | 

The old people teaze rope into oakum, for the uſe of ſhip-carpenters ; 
their earnings amount, annually, to about L 30. 

The other perſons in the houſe, that have been brought up to handi- 
craft trades, ſuch as ſhoe-makers, tailors, &c. are conſtantly employed in 
making up, and repairing, cloaths for the Poor, wh are maintained in 
the houſe. : 

The women knit all the  boſiery, and keep the hauſe clan : the chil- 
dren are inſtructed in reading and writing. Prayers are read in the houſe 
daily; and, on Sundays, all, who are able, attend divine ſervice, in 1 the 
forenoon, and afternoon, in Trinity —_ A 

The management of the internal concerns of this Kaul ea * 
ſpoken of in too high terms. The late Mr. Howard eonfeſſed, that the 
neatneſs and cleanlineſs of the poor-houſe, were a credit to the town". 
All the rooms are ' waſhed, and the bed-cloaths well aired bake week.

THE warde of Lechs contains, by eſtimation, 4000 acres, of whicti 
about zo are waſte-land. In 1775, the population was ſuppoſed to amount. 
to 17,117 inhabitants: and from ſome late calculations, it appears, that

The rent of land in the neighbourhood of Leeds is exceedingly high;

adapted to building, ſelling for C 1000. an acre. 


The land-tax, paid by the townſhip, amounts to Z'595. 6s. About £ 2b. 
a year, are paid in lieu of all tithes. 


The prices of proviſions are: oatmeal, 28. 3d. the ſtone, of 141b. ; ; 
flour, from 25. 34d. to 28. 55d. the ſtone; beef, from 34d. to cd. the Ib. ; 
mutton, 4£d ; veal, 44d. ; ; pork, 4d-; bacon, 7d. ; milk, 2d. the quart; 
butter, 11d. for 16 oz. ; potatoes, 11d. the peck, Wincheſter meaſure. 
Wheaten bread is generally uſed here: ſome is partly made of rye; and a 
few perſons uſe oat-bread. Animal food forms a conſiderable portion of 
the diet of labouring people; tea is now the ordinary breakfaſt, more 
eſpecially amongſt women of every deſcription ; and the food, both of men 
and women, is, upon the whole, much more expenſive, than what is uſed 
by perſons, in the ſame ſtation of life, in the more northern . of

IN the townſhip. of Market-Weighton there are about 230 families, 
conſiſting, on an average, of 17 perſons to 4 families: the town continues

The price of common labour was, until about a twelvemonth 85, 18. 
Gd. the day i in winter, without meat; and in ſummer, from 28. to 28. 6d. 
the day ; - in March, laſt it roſe to 28. 3d. and afterwards to 28. 6d. the 
day ; ; in hay-time, and harveſt, the wages, are higher: for burning ſods 
upon the land which has been pared, women now charge, Is. 6d. che 
day. 

There are ten ale-houſes i in this pariſh, and one F riendly Society, 9 which 
was eſtabliſhed 18 months ago: It confith of abqut 120 e 
rules have been confirmed by the magiſtrates. 

The average rent of land could not eaſily be aſcertained. . 

There are 3 large, and ſeveral ſmall farms in the townſhip : : the tenure 
is chiefly capyhold, with a fine. certain : the principal articles, of cultivation 
are, wheat, barley, rye, oats, turnips and clover: upon one farm, ſheep 
are kept; and upon another, there is a conſiderabſe ſtock of rabbits. 

In the year 17725, an Act of Parliament was obtained far. encloſing the 
open fields and commons; at which time, a quantity of land, in lieu of 
tithes, was. allotted to. the leſſee of the great tithes, and another portion to 
the vicar ig. lieu of ſmall tithes : tithes in kind remain due to the eke 
a few ſmall, old encleſures, garths, and orchards.

Of the Poor of Sheffield, 148 perſons, (who are, moſtly old and infirm, 
lunatics, ſoldiers' wives, or young children,) are, at preſent, in the Work- 
houſe: Some of them are employed in ſpinning wool and lint; for ſtock- 
ings, ſhirts, ſheets, and other articles for the uſe of the houſe. Men, who 
are able to work, are ſent out to various employments i in the town. The 

emu of the work- houſe are, upon an average, about £170. a year. 

The werk-houſe is ſituated in an airy part of the town. The ſtair- 
cafes are narrow and ſteep: the lodging- rooms about g feet 6 inches 
ſquare, with 2 beds in each; except in one, which is rather larger, and 
contains 6 beds: the beds and pillows are filled with chaff: each is pro- 
vided with 2 coarſe ſheets, a coverlet, and 1 blanket, of the woollen manu- 
fact ure of the houſe. The whole number of beds is 43. Two, three, 
aft, Tometimes, even four, Paupers fleep in a bed.

STOKESLEY.. 


THIS pariſh "confifts of fix townſhips, namely, Stokeſley, Eaſby, 
Tawtan, two Buſbys, and Newby; * which laſt is properly in Seamer 
pariſh, but pays tithe to the Rector of Stokeſley: it is 14 miles in cir- 
cumference, but it's ſhape is very irregular. 

In Stokeſley town, 158 houſes pay the window tax n are exempted. 

The inhabitants are chiefly agriculturiſts ; of manufacturers, there are'a 
few linen · weavets, two curriers, one common dyer, and one * and 
hot-preſſer. 

Beſides the Eſtabliſhed Church, here are a few Methodiſts, two or 
throePapiſts, and a few Quakers. 

The prices of proviſions are: beef and mutten, gd. to 534d. the pound; 
and other articles mueh che ſame as in Hull. 

The wages of labour, 1s. 6d. a day ; their uſual diet is 7 ae} and milk, 
and tea; potatoes and meat ſparingly. Here are 23 inns or ale-houſes, 
only one of which lets out chaiſes and derten and two * Societies, 
which have not had their rules confirmed. 

The rent of land is, generally, about & I, 108, an acre; the mel round 
Stokefley town is worth more. 

The farms' are uſually ſmall, and are let from year to year; near the 
town, the land i 1s moſtly i in paſture : the principal articles of en 
are, wheat, potatoes, xape- ſeed, and beans. | 

The tithes are let, by leaſe for three years, to ſome of the principal 
people in each townſhip, who agree with each individual, ſo that they 
are ſeldom, if ever, drawn. 

Of the Poor, ſome are maintained i ina x poor-houſe rented by the pariſh : 
others reſide in cottages, the rent of which is paid by the overſeers. The 
poor-houſe is in good condition. Paupers are taken in at 20d. a week, 
each perſon: other pariſhes are allowed to fend thelr Poor, when the 
houſe is not fall. Thie maſter receives the profits of the work done there, 
allowing a ſmall deduction to each Papper, according to their earpings.

Tu E extent of this pariſh is about 3 miles in length, 1+ in breadth, 
and 8 in circumference : above ane half is common, and waſte-land. 
The population is from 380 to 400 inhabitants, who are chiefly em- 
ployed, either in lead-mines, or agriculture : they are all of the Eſtabliſhed 
Church, except 2 or 3 Methodiſts. 46 houſes, (including 3'or 4 double 
tenements,) pay the window-tax ; 30, which are moſtly cottages, erected

The prices of proviſions are: beef, mutton, and veal, from 3d. to 5d. 
a pound; wheat, 15s. the meaſure, of 84 lb. weight; barley, 7s. for 42 
quarts ; oats, 48. for ditto; potatoes, 28. for ditto, heaped. The wages of 
labourers are, from Michaelmas-day to Lady-day, 1s. 2d. the day ; from 
Lady-day to Midſummer, 1s. 4d.; from Midſummer to Michaelmas, 
1s. 6d. : during the harveſt, men receive from 18. 6d. to 3s. a day: 
miners generally earn from 28. to 3s. a day, at all ſeaſons, but ſeldom have 
much before-hand. The rent of land, conſidering it's quality, which is 
very indifferent, is high : the farmers, often depending upon the carriage 
of ore to pay their rent, ſcruple not to give from 18s. to 258. a ſtatute 
acre. The greateſt farm in the pariſh contains 180 acres : the ſmalleſt, 
10 acres. The chief articles of cultivation are, wheat, barley, and oats ; 
the two latter nearly in the ſame proportion ; wheat leſs than either, by 
about one-half :; a few fields are ſown with peaſe ; and the cultivation of 
potatoes has, of late, much increaſed. The tithes, in this county, are 
commonly let by auction; and the farmers are quite reconciled to a euſ- 
tom, that prevents the endleſs difputes that would otherwiſe ariſe. 

In this pariſh are about 2000 acres of common, or waſte-land, (or, 
more properly ſpeaking, barren mountains,) for the encloſing of which, 
an Act of Parliament paſſed about two years ago. No part, however, has

there would accrue to the Poor no additional comfort from their being

proper care may eaſily be taken t relieve none but real objects, and not 
to let ſuch ſuſſer for want of relief. 


A Table of Baptifos, Burials; Morrigger, Poser Raser, end Parochial 
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The difference between the amount of the. Poor's Rates, and the net 
ſum expended on the Poor, is cauſed by the County Rates being paid out 
of them ; which, (owing chiefly to the great number of * in this 
county, ) amount to a conſiderable ſum in the ear. 


It appears, from the pariſh-books, that no Poor's Rate was gathered 
end before the year 1768; but, when any of the pariſhioners were in 
_ diſtreſs, collections were made for them at the church, as 1s ſtill the caſe 
in Scotland; and, if their caſe required it, 28. or 33. were given them out 
of the Church Rate, to aſſiſt them in the interval before Sunday: two in- 
ſtances of this are inſerted in the books; the whole expence of the Poor, 
in 1719, was 5s.; and, in 1740, only 28. 0d. : it does not appear that 
any thing was paid during the intermediate years. For 10 years after it's 
introduction, the Poor's Rate did not exceed 15. in the pound, except in 
the year 1770, when, owing to a heavy County Rate, it was 28. . Aﬀeſſ- 
ments are made here according to the land-tax, which is the general cuſ- 
tom of the country ; and the few pariſhes that have deviated from that 
cuſtom, have been frequently diſturbed by vexatious appeals againſt the 
Rates. It is rather a ſingular circumſtance, that Lawyers have not received 
from this pariſh, for parochial litigations, more than / 20. in the ſpace of 
115 years, and that was in the year 1789, when there happened an ap- 
peal againſt an order of removal, the only one, on any account, that exiſts 
upon record. 


Friendly Societies are not ſo numerous, now, in this part of the coun- 
try, as they were 20 years paſt: 3 or 4 have been diſſolved in this neigh⸗ 
bourhood, owing to their having been defrauded of great part of their funds, 
by deſigning wretches, to whom they had intruſted their ſtocks. Others, 
that have continued to this day, have fallen into diſrepute, by too greedily 
entering into political diſcuſſions, inſtead of attending to the plain objects 
of their inſtitution. I am far from condemning them all: it is to be 
hoped, that Friendly Societies, in general, deſerve the protection the 
Legiſlature affords them. - Their eſtabliſhment was truly laudable and 
humane; and when the deſigns, of it are properly adhered to, there cannot 
be a doubt, but the pariſh at large, in which ſuch meetings exiſt, muſt, | 
as well as the individual members, .receive « conſiderable benefit,

THE extent of this pariſh is variouſly deſcribed: ſome ſay it is 10 
miles by 4 or 5 miles ; and others, 7 miles by 4: no account could be ob- 
tained of the population : the pariſhioners are, ſhop-keepers, inn-keepers, 
mechanics, agriculturiſts, and miners : the laſt are chiefly employed in the 
lead-mines, ſmelting lead, and caſting iron, &c. for Meſſrs. Wilkinſon and 
Co. Here is one congregation of Methodiſts, one of Free-thinkers, one 
of Anabaptiſts, and one of Preſbyterians. 646 houſes pay the window- 
tax ; the number exempted could not be aſcertained. 

The prices of proviſions are: beef, from 4d. to 44d. the pound; mut- 
ton, ditto ; veal, 5d. ; pork, ditto; bacon, gd. ; falt butter, 8d.; freſh, 
ditto, 9d. ; new milk, 2d. a quart; old ditto, 1d. ditto ; potatoes, golb. | 
for 18. 11d. ; wheat, from 1 38. to 148. the buſhel ; barley, 6s. 6d. ; oats, 
from 3s. 6d. to 4s : coals are fold for 4d. the cwt. : the dearneſs of pro- 
viſions is attributed to monopolizing farmers, h 

Labourers, in winter, and ſpring, have 1s. 2d. a day; in ſummer, 
18. 4d. ; in harveſt, ſometimes, 2s. a day; but, generally, 1s, 6d. 

There are 45 ale-houſes in the town of Wrexham, and 10 in the ham- 
lets : and 6 Friendly Societies, which are computed to contain, altogether, 
about 700 members : their orders have been confirmed by the magiſtrates. 

The rent of land varies from 10s. to I 3. an acre : the average is about 
258, an acre. Farms let from FL 20. to 4 300. a Year 3 the uſual value is 
about L 100. a year: every common grain and root is. cultivated. © Tithes 
are taken in kind: the land-tax is collected at about 1s. in the pound, or 
leſs. It is ſuppoſed that about one-third part of the pariſh is chiefly 
mountainous common, of little value : a few acres of which have been oc- 
caſionally encloſed by cottagers. F 

The Poor are partly maintained in a work-houſo, and partly at home. 

In the poorchouſe, at preſent, there are 46 people, who are chiefly old 
perſons, or young children; or ſuch as are blind, lame, or inſane. The 
maſter of the work-houſe agreed to ſupply ſuch Poor, as the - pariſh 
ſhould ſend, with meat, drink, and fuel, for 28. a week, each perſon, 
and their earnings: none of the Poor, dr. at preſent in the houſe, 
are able-to work. The pariſh provides the houſe, cloathe, beds, bedding,

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and other furniture. In conſequence of the dearneſs of proviſions, they 
lately reſolved to make the maſter a preſent of 30 guineas; as they 
thought that would be a better plan, than to raiſe the weekly pay. 260 
regular penſioners receive weekly pay; and others have occaſional relief: 
the account of theſe charges could not be obtained : 37 militia-men's fa. 
milies are alſo relieved.

In the year 1784, the Rates were 68. in the pound, and the pariſh 
greatly in debt, which, (the overſeer ſays,) was owing to bad manage- 
ment; at that time he was appointed general overſeer, in which office he 
has continued ever ſince: before that period, all the different hamlets, &c. 
kept their own accounts. The overſeer prints his accounts annually, The 
Rate is levied by an old aſſeſſment ; and it is ſuppoled, that, upon an ave- 
rage, property is not aſſeſſed at one-third of it's real value; fo that the laſt 
year's Rate, ſaid to be at 48. in the pound, was not, in reality, 18. 4d. in 
the pound; however, even here, it is a common topic of ane, that 


the Rates are high. 


In conſequence of diſputes among the proprietors of the iron and lead 
works, many of the workmen have of late been without employment: 
ſeveral have enliſted for ſoldiers, and others have migrated to diſtant parts 
of the country.

He ſays, that, 37 years 
ago, his father farmed the Poor of this townſhip for Z 60. a year; that he 
gave no out- penſions, but obliged all the neceſſitous, (who did not exceed 
8 perſons,) to come into the houſe, His houſe ſtands in a fine ſituation, but 
is a moſt wretched hovel: he has g beds, of chaff and flocks: he ſays, he 
often gives the Poor three, and, ſometimes, five meat dinners in a week; 
and that the other dinners are milk and potatoes maſhed; the breakfaſts 
are, milk, or broth, and btead; the ſuppers, bread and cheeſe. 

Not much information can be obtained reſpecting the Poor's Rates“, as 
the officers ſay, that the pariſh-books were lately ſtolen out of the veſtry, 
along with the other pariſh- records; they add, however, that, about 30 
years ago, the Rates amounted to about / Go., and the laſt year to C 250. 
a conſiderable part of which was applied to county purpoſes. The Rate, 
laſt year, was 58, in the pound, and, for ſome years before, 48. in the 
pound, upon the nominal rent, which, upon particular inveſtigation, is.

Tan Autors, who withos to 3 the progreſs of ccd vin not confine dg, 
to à tecital of public tranſactions: he will often explore the receſſes of domeſtic life; and 
minutely detail the employments, the manners, and the comforts, of different ranks in ſo- 
ciety, in order to exemplify, (for it is only by ſuch details that he can properly exemplify,) 
the excellence or defects of political inſtitutions. It is not on the wide expanſe of the 
ocean that the unbounded trade of Great, Britain can be inyeſtigated: her ports, her dock - 
yards, her warehouſes, : and even her retail- hops muſt be viſited by thoſe who wiſh to ac- 
quire an adequate idea of the magnitude of her commercial concerns. So, the Annaliſt, 
who. wiſhes to inform, muſt often, quit the ſplendid ſcenes of national glory, and condeſcend 
to particularige the humbler occupations of mankind. Hume is, perhaps, the only one of 
our modern hiſtorians, who has juſtly appreciated the value of information, which, before 
his time, had. been uſually deemed frivolous ; and unimportant z. but which, attentively con- 
ſidered, is highly iluftrative of the ſtate. of agriculture and the other arts : and often very 


ſatisfactoril * ſolyes the important queſtion ;—whether the condition of ſociety. is retrograde, 


Nationary, or progreſlive. . Thus, I conceive, a chronological account of the prices of labour, 
and of commodities, (however lightly ſome. may eſteem ſuch odjects s of enquiry,) would 
alone, (when it could be procured,) furniſh. a complete epitome of the moſt important 


branch of hiſtory s, for it would enable us to judge, what quantities of the neceſſaries and 


convyeniencies; of life equal portions of labour have procured; at different periods ; or, in 
other words, to determine, whether the great buſineſs - of human life has. been conducted 
with more or leſs facility. If we can decide that the various claſles of the nation, by theit 
ordinary ſtrength, and induſtry, are now better ſupplied with theſe eſſential articles than the 


people at the Revolution; and ſtill better than their rude forefathers at the Lans we

A collection of prices, however, which only notices grain and other articles of fab. 
_ ence, mult neceſſarily be extremely defective : a ſolitary inftance under the year 1348, that

Tbere remain, however, ſome ſources ſrom ee good evidence. of what were reckoned 
high or low prices in ancient times, may be derived.

4ion feaſt in 1309, may perhaps be depended on; becauſe (as Adam Smith abferves,) they

However, (and more eſpecially thoſe which only notice prices incidemally;)- Praclamations, 
Orders of Corporations for regulating the price of victuals, and of Juſtices relative to the 
wages of labourers, accounts of ſtewards of manors, and houſhold books of private fami- 
lies, are, in general, I think, very ſatisfactory evidence of the high ur low price of grain 
and.ather commodities in ancient times. Of this, and of every other, ſubject of enquiry, on 
whach reference muſt be made to hiſtorical information, it may be remarked, that thofe 
As which are incidentally mentioned by writers, without any view to/eſtabliſh-a favourite 
poſition, are uſually thoſe the moſt entitled to eredit. I have no faith in many of the ex- 


_ cravagant aſſertions which have been advanced by Buffon in ſupport of his fanciful theories ʒ

© Examined in this manner, the following table will, I hope, in many inſtances, afford 


- -ufeful. information to thoſe who are defirous of analyſing queſtions, which involve a com- 
pariſon of the prices cf commodities at different periods of our hiſtory. It may perhaps be 


thought, that as corn, or whatever elſe is the common food of the people, is, in all the dif- 


| ferent ſtages of improvement, a more accurate meaſure of the value of labour than any other 
+ commodity, the mention of the price of articles of mere convenience or elegance was ſu- 


perfluous. But as man, (although, in common with other animals, he is ſubject to many 
preffing natural wants,) does not limit his exertions 'to 'the mere acquiſition of the food, 


lodging, and cloathing, which are ſufficient for the ſupport and preſervation of the human 
frame; the rank he has attained in ſocial life will be beſt eſtimated by. his means of ſatisfying 
thoſe artificial wants, for the ſupply of which, (although moraliſts ſometimes object to the 
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of thoſe commodities, which the phyſical neceſſities of man require. The knowledge of them, 
| however, when more; cannot be obtained, will be ſome criterion of the extent of his com- 


forts : for knowing what portion of the wages of induſtry is applied to the purchaſe of 
food, lodging, and cloathing, we may determine what part will remain-for the acquiſition c of 


thoſe conveniences, which a few may reprobate as ſuperfluous, but all are deſiroug to procure. 
The price of every\commodity i is the labour which is paid for it; but as labour is not a 


clear palpable object, it is more intelligible to meaſure the value of a commodity by the 


quantity of the ſubſtantial produce of labour which is paid. for it, rather than. by the labour 
itſelf ; or, ſince the introduction of money has fuperſeded the neceſſity of bartering one 
commodity ſoy another, by the quantity of the precious metals, whjch is required to pur- 
chaſe it. It is juſtly remarked, that, now, © the butcher ſeldom- carries his beef or his mut- 
4 ton to the baker, ot the brewer, in order to exchange them for bread, or for beer x but he 
carries them to the market, where he exchang#s them for money, and afterwards ex- 
« changes that money for bread and for beer. The quantity of money, which he gets for 
« them, regulates, too, the quantity of bread and beer which he can afterwards purchaſe. 
« Tt is more natural and obvious to him, therefore, to eſtimate their value by the quantity 
« of money, the commodity for which he immediately exchanges them, than by that of bread 
* andbeer, the commodities for which he can exchange them only by the intervention of 
« another commodity';. and rather to ſay, that his butcher's meat is worth three-pence or 
« four-pence 2 a- pound, than that it ĩs worth three or four pounds of bread; or three or four 
« quarts of ſmall beer. Hence it comes to paſs, that the exchangeable value of every com- 
<« modity is more frequently eſtimated by the quantity of money, than by the quantity-either 
«of labour, or of : any other commodity, which can be had in exchange for it: When 
therefore che money price of labour at any particular place and period, and the money price of 
commodities at the lame place and period, ran be known, e can. eaſily. eſtimate whether labour 
is liberally rewarded, or, in other words, whether the condition of that claſs, which lives by 


wages, is comfortable. This however is only true with regard to the fame time and place... 


A compariſon of the earnings in London with the price of proviſions in Scotland, or of the

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»ATEM; Ie is accorded and aſſented, That: all the Statutes of artificers, laborers, ſervants, 
and vitailers made as well in the time of our Soveraigne Lord the King that now is, as in 
che time of his noble grandfather {whom God aſſoile I) not repealed, ſhall be firmely holden 
and kept, and duely executed. And the Taid artificers, laborers, ſervants and vitaiſers be. 
duely juftified by the Juſtices of Peace, as well at the ſuite of the King as of the party, 
according as the faid ſtatutes require. And that che maiors,  bailifes, and ſtewards of 
lords, and conſtables of townes, do duely their offices, touching fuch artificers, ſervants, 
liborers and vitailers: And that a pair of ſtockes be in every towne to juſtifie the ſame 
ſervants and laborers, as is ordeined in the ſaid ſtatutes.

“ Seſſion of Kirks, in manner above ſpecified, ſhall be bound and aſtricted to their ſaids 
<« maſters, their heirs and aſſignayes, in all kind of ſervice which ſhall be ingoyned to them, 
« untill they paſs the age of thirty yeares compleat; and that they ſhall be under diſcipline 
<« to their ſaids maſters, and foreſaids, and ſubje& to the corrections and chaſtiſements, ac- 
«cording to the merits of their offences, in all manner and fort of puniſhment, the life and 
« torture excepted. Likeas, it is declared, that whatſoever the ſaids ſervants gaines, or 
„wins by their travels during the ſaid ſpace, ſhall appertain properly to the ſaids maſters 
« and their ſoreſaids; and if it ſhall happen the ſaids ſervants to abſent themſelves from 
their ſaids maſters ſervice, without their licence, then, and in that eaſe, they ſhall be 
“ obliedged to refound to their ſaids maſters the whole damage and intteſſe ſuſtained by 
& them through their abſence, upon the declaration of the ſaids maſters, without any further 
“ probation, by and attour the bodily puniſhment to be laid upon them at their returning, 
« by the diſcretion of their ſaids maſters: and if it ſhall happen them to be received by any 
ce other perſons, the ſaids receiptors ſhall be oblieged to. reſtore them again to their ſaid

before the ordinary Judge, as accords of the law, and for the damage and ſkaith ſuſtained 
by them, through the want of their ſaids ſervants, _—_ the ſpace of their abſence, after 
< the ſaid requiſition .“ 

The ſixteenth Act in the third Seſſion of the firſt Parliament of King Charles the Se- 
cond, held in the year 1663, after reciting. the former Acts concerning beggars and vaga- 
bonds, remarks, © that the chief cauſe whereby the foreſaids Acts have proven in- effectual, 
« and that vagabonds and idle perſons do yet ſo much abound, hath been, that there were 
few or no common works then erected in the kingdom, who might take and imploy the 
« ſaids idle perſons in their ſervice ; and that now, by his Majefties princely care, common 
« works for manufaQuries of diverſe” forts are ſetting up in this kingdom.” It therefote 
ratifies all former Acts, with this addition 3- © that it ſhall be leiſum to all perſons or ſocic- 
< ties, who have or ſhall ſet up any wanufuctories within this kingdom, w ſeiae upon and 
« apprehend the perſons of any vagabonds, who ſhall be found begging, and who, being 
« maſterleſs and out of ſervice, have not wherewith to maintain themſelves by their own 
© mennd 51d works aud to imploy them for their ſervice as ee ſee fit, e de. | 
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< ing done with the advice of the reſpective magiſtrates of the place where they ſhall be ſeized 
& upon; and ordains the paroches where ſuch yagabonds or idle perſons, as ſhall be found 
« begging, were born; or in caſe the place of their nativity be not known, the paroches where 
they have any reſidence, haunt, or moſt reſort, for the ſpace of three years immediately pre- 
s ceeding their being ſo apprehended, who thereby are relieved of the burden of them, to make 
payment to the perſons or ſocieties that ſhall happen to imploy them, two ſhillings Scors 
money per diem for the firſt year after they be apprehended, and one ſhilling. Scots per diem 
for the next three years thereafter ; the one-half thereof to be payed by the heretors of the ſe- 
« yeral paroches reſpectiuè, and the other half thereof to be payed by the poſſeſſors and inhabit. 
« ants. dwelling upon the ground of each heretor reſþdefive.; Likeas, his Majeſtic, with advice 
& and eonſent foreſaid, ordains the heretors of each paxoch, or as many, of them as ſhall happen 
& to meet, upon public intimation, made at the paroch- kirk upon any Sabbath at the diſſolv- 
Ling of the church from the firſt ſermon, hy any of the heretors of the paroch, or by the 
imployers of the Poor, to make up a ſtent-roll. for the, maintenance of the Poor in their 
<« paroch,. who ſhall be imployed, as ſaid is, at the rate aforeſaid, the one-half thereof to be 
« payed by the heretors, either conform to the old extent of their lands within the paroch, 
o conform to the valuation by which they laſt, payed aſſeſſment; or otherwayes, as the 
ct major part of the heretors ſo meeting, ſhall agree, liferentess and wod-ſetters al wayes be- 
< ing lyable, during their rights as heretors; and the other half. thereof to be laid upon the 
« tennents and. poſſeſſors, according to their means and. ſubſtance,; And in caſe the ſaids 
« heretors,. being required by any. perſon or ſociety, imploying the Poor a8 ſaid. is, ſhall 
4 failzie to make up and deliver a. ſtent-roll in manner. foreſaid, with power ta the perſons, 
« ſociety, or others intruſted. by them, to charge the herotors of. each paroch for the ſum of 
« two ſhillings Scots. per diem ;. for each one of. their Poor, Whereof they ſhall / be relieved in 
< mannen foreſaid,. conform to the old extent or valuation foreſaid, at the option of the per- 
fon or ſociety imploying, or thoſe intruſted by them; which ſtent-roll ſhall continue and 
t ſtand for one year after the making up thereof, either by the heretors, or in caſe of failzie, 
« by the perſons or ſocieties imploying the Poor, as ſaid is, and: ſhall: then be renewed 
& from year. to year, during the years above-written, Providing alſo, . that the heretors, in 
a caſe they failzie to make a ſtent-roll as ſaid is, and be charged to conform to the old ex- 
« tent or valuation of their lands, that they ſhall have relief of the tennents and poſſeſſors 
« of their lands, for. the one-half. of what they. ſhall be diſtreſſed for. And his Majeſty, with 
«-conſent foreſaĩd, ordains letters of: horning to be directed. hereupon, at. the inſtance of the 
« perſons or. ſocieties imployers of the Poor, or perſons. intruſted by them, againſt the he- 
*retors and others for payment of the ſaid daily allowance for. tha Poor, or againſt the re- 
« ceptors of them, being ſa: imployed,. for 10 ſhillings Scat: money, per diem, upon fifteen 
dayes onely ;. providing always, that after examination. of. the caſe, the Lords of the Privy 
| «Council, ſhall find cauſe: for. direRing ſuch letters ;, and ordains all $hirreffs, Stewarts, 
« Bailies of regality, principality, Magiſtrates of burroughs, or Juſtices. of Peace and their 
< tonſtables, to be aſſiſting in the apprebending-of the ſaids vagabonds, ox. in the bringing of 
« them back to their ſervice after they ſhall be imployed; and ſtrictly prohibites and diſcharges 
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c foreſaid reſpectivè, under the pain of deforcement. Likeas, it is hereby declared, that the 
c Poor ſo imployed ſhall continue in the ſervice of the imployers, and under their direction 
cc and correction, in manner foreſaid, not only during the ſpace of the maintenance to be 
c payed for them by their paroches in manner above- written, but alſo for the os of ſeven 

« years thereafter for meat and cloaths only.“ 

The 18th Act of the third Seſſion of the ſecond Parliament of Charles the Second, held 
in 1672, ſtatutes, that vagabonds, beggers, and idle perſons are daily increaſing, “ who, if 
« they were ſet to work and bred to trades and callings, the people might not only be diſ- 
ce burdened of them, but they might in a ſhort time, and upon far leſs expence, become 
« uſeful and profitable for the whole kingdom. And with-all conſidering that the effect of 
« 2ll theſe good laws hath been fruſtrat, becauſe there hath been no place provided wherein 
ce ſuch poor people might be ſet to work, nor perſons appointed to have the charge and 
<« overſight of them.” Upon this plauſible reaſoning, it directs the magiſtrates of every bo- 
rough © to provide correction-houſes for receiving and entertaining of the beggars, vaga- 
« bounds, and idle perſons within their burghs, and ſuch as ſhall be ſent to them out of 
« the ſhires;ꝰ and to appoint maſters and overſeers for ſetting the Poor ſent thither to work, 
under the penalty of 500 marks *, to be paid quarterly till ſuch houſes were provided. It 
likewiſe direfts, that the contributions and allowances, appointed by the Act of 1663, for 
maintaining the Poor, © ſhall be applyed for the uſe of the ſaids correction-houſes, whereby 
« they ſhall have two ſhillings Scots for ilk poor perſon, per diem, that ſhall be ſent to them, 
& and entertained and bred by them, for the firſt year; and twelve pennies Scots, per diem, 
cc for the ſpace of three years thereafter, during which they ſhall entertain and educat them, 
« together with the profit ariſing from the labour and work of the ſaids poor perſons for 
« ſeven years thereafter: which contributions are to be payed by the paroches relieved 
of the ſaid Poor, in manner contained in the ſaid Act. And to the effect it may be 
« known, what poor perſons are to be ſent to the ſaids correction-houſes, and who are to be 
« keeped and entertained by the contributions at the paroch-kirks for the Poor : the mi- 
« nifters of ilk paroch, with ſome of the eJders, and in caſe of vacancy of the kirks, three 
cc or moe of the elders are hereby ordered to take up an exact liſt of all the poor perſons 
« within their paroches, by name and ſur-name, condeſcending upon their age and condi- 
« tion, if they be able or unable to work by reaſon of age, infirmity or diſeaſe, and where 
« they were born, and in what paroches they have moſt haunted during the laſt three years 
« preceeding the up-taking of theſe liſts; intimation being alwayes made to the whole he- 
« retors of the paroch to be preſent and to ſee the liſts right taken up; and that the here- 
« tors who, and the poſſeſſors of their land, are to bear the burden of the maintenance of 
« the poor perſons of each paroch, or any of them who ſhall meet with the ſaids miniſters 
& and elders, ſhall condeſcend upon ſuch as through age and infirmity are not able to work, 
« and appoint them places wherein to abide, that they may be ſupplied by the contributions 
a at the paroch-kirk ; and if the ſame be not ſufficient to entertain them, that they give 
them a badge or ticket to aſk almes at the dwelling-houſes oo the inhabitants of their 
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« own' paroch obly, without the bounds whereof they are not to beg; an that they do 
« not at all reſort to kirks, mereats, or any other places where there are meetings at mar- 
« riages, baptiſms, burials, or upon any other public occaſion. And likewiſe, that ſuch of 
„the faids pour perſons as are of age and capacity to work, be firſt offered to the heretors 
« or inhabitants of each paroch, that if they will accept any of them to become their ap- 
1 prentices or fervants, they may receive them upon their oblidgment to entertain and ſet 
* to work the faids poor perſons, and relieve the paroch of them; for which cauſe, they 
& ſhall have the benefit of their work untill they attain the age of 30 years, conform to the 
u tenth AQ of the twenty-twa Parliament of King James the Sixth ; and that the reſt of 
a the ſaids poor perſons be ſent to the correction- houſes, for whoſe entertainment the ſaids 
« heretors ſhall cauſe collect the contributions, and appoint a quarter's allowance to be ſent 
« along with them, with cloaths upon them, to cover their nakedneſs; and the ſaid allow- 
des ance to be paid quarterly thereafter, by way of advance. With power alfo to the ſaids 
« Commiſſioners of Exciſe in each ſhire, quarterly 'to take an accompt of the diligence of 
te thefe of each paroch in performing of the premiſſes; and in cafe of their neglect, to ap- 
point other perſons to make the ſaids lifts, and collectors to up- lift the ſaids allowances, 
* and to bring them to correction-houſes. And in caſe any heretors ſhall find within their 
a bounds any other vagabounds, beggars, or idle perſons, not being in ſervice, not having 
any viſible way or ſtock to entertain themſelves, who were not born, nor did haunt for- 
* merly within their bounds ; they are hereby impowered to ſeize upon ſuch perſons, and to 
fend them to the cotrection-houſes, and to charge the magiſtrats or maſters of the ſaids 
«houſes to receive them, without advance of any allowance; with power notwithſtanding 

à to the ſaids magiſtrats or maſters, to charge the heretors of the paraches where theſe idle 
« perſons were born, or have the moſt haunted the laſt three years, for the allowance of 
& ſuch of them as are not bred to work; and as to fuch of them as can work, the maſters 
« ſhall have the benefit of their work for their meat. And his Majeſty, with advice fore- 
* faid, doth impower and require the maſters of correction-houſes, to put and hold the ſaids 
poor people to work, as they ſhall fee them moft capable and fit; and in cafe of their 
« diſobedience, to uſe all manner of ſeverity and correction, by wheeping and otherwayes, 
« (excepting torture, ) and to detaine them within the ſaid correction-houſe and cloſe thereof, 
ich this proviſion, that in caſe any of the faids poor perſons being received, ſhall be ſuf- 
« fered to eſcape to burthen the countrey of- new, that the magiſtrates ſhall be charged to 

« jecover and receive them again, without any allowance thereafter, during the ſpace of four 

« years, under the pain of fourty pounds Scots for each perſon ſo eſcaping ; with power alſo 

a to them to receive diſobedient _"_ and to put them to work, and to correct them 

* according to their demerits *.”* 4 

In 1695 was paſſed, « An Act anent the Poor,” wales approving, and reviving all 
Ads of Parliament, and Acts and ee of Council, for maintaining the Poor, 
and reprefling of beggars; and ordaining them to be put to vigorous execution in all

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The laſt Statute, which in Scotland was enacted on this ſubject, bears date September i1ſt, 
1698; and it ratifies and approves all former Ads of Parliament, and Proclamations of 
Council, for repreſſing of beggars, and maintaining and employing the Poor !. 

It is juſtly remarked , that the Statutes on this ſubject are extremely contradictory with 
reſpeCt. ro the perſons appointed to make up the Poor's Roll. By the Act of 1579, this duty is 
entruſted to the“ Provoſt and Bailies within burgh,” and the “ Judge conſtitute be the 
King's commiſſion in paroches to land-wart.“ By the Act of 1663, this power is veſted 
in the heritors of each pariſh. By the Act of 1672, the miniſters and elders of each pariſh 
are to make up the liſt. By the Proclamation of 1692, this power is veſted in the heri- 
tors, miniſters, and elders of each pariſh; and by that of 1693, in the magiſtrates of royal 
burghs, and the heritors of vacant (country) pariſhes ; but in both inſtances the miniſter 
and elders are excluded. 

ReſpeCting the perſons who are to pay, and the mode of apportioning the ſums which they are, 
to contribute, the Act of 1579 directs, that „ the haill inhabitants of the parochin ſhall be. 
«taxed and ſtented according to the eſtimation of their ſubſtance, without exception of; 
« perſons.” The Act of 1663 directs, that one-half ſhall be paid by the heretors, and 
the other half by the tenants and poſſeſſors, according to their means and ſubſtance. By the 
Proclamation of 1692, the heritors are ordered to pay one-half, and the houſe-holders of 
the pariſh the other; and by that of 1693, the magiſtrates in royal burghs are allowed to- 
ſtent themſelves, conformably to ſuch orders and cuſtoms uſed and wont in laying on ftents, 
- annuities, or other public burdens, in the reſpective burghs, as may be moſt effectual to 
reach all the inhabitants; and the inheritors of ſeveral vacant (country ) Pr to {tent 
themſelves for the maintenance of the reſpective Poor. 

A till greater diverſity takes place in the applications of the ſums ſo ſtented. By the ACÞ 
of 1579, it would ſeem, that the Impotent Poor are the perfons ſolely entitled to a com- 
pulſory maintenance; and that no part of it can be applied towards the relief of the Induſ- 
trious Poor, who are capable of working. On the contrary, the Act of 1663 directs, that 
the whole of the money raiſed ſhall be applied to the ſupport of thoſe only who are able to 
work. This ſeems likewiſe to have been the intention of the Legiſlature in 1672: an Act 
paſſed in that year, directs, that the Poor who are unable to work ſhall be relieved by weekly 
collections at the kirk-doors ; and that the ſtented aſſeſſments ſhall be applied to the ſupport 
of ſuch of the Poor as are able to work, and ſent to the correction-houſes. 

The Author of the article & Poor,” in the Scotch Encyclopedia, adds to the above ——_ 
that the ſtatutes are not leſs contradictory with reſpeCt to the perſons who are required to carry 
them into execution. It is,” (he ſays,) © at different times the Chancellor; Magiſtrates ;. 
« Commiſſioners of Exciſe ; Sheriffs; Juſtices of the Peace; Miniſters and Elders ; Heri- 
« tors alone ; 3 Commiſſioners nominated by Preſbyteries, and appointed by the King; the 
« Lords of the Privy Council; in ſhort, no two laws can be found that do not "ory from 
« each other in this reſpect one way or other.” .

F « ing their ſervices, and thoſe of children. In ſhort, there is not one particular- in which 

« theſe laws do not vary from, and contradict, each other; ſo that, let any perſon try to act 

in virtue of any one of them, it is impoſſible for him to avoid going in direct oppoſition 

to the enactments of ſome other law, which is of equal force with that he has choſen for 

« his guide. In theſe circumſtances, it is fo far from being ſurpriſing that theſe Acts have 

« been ſuffered to remain in perpetual deſuetude, that it would have been truly wonderful 

« if this had not been the caſe. They have, however, been permitted to remain on the 

« S$tatute-book, as a diſgrace to the times when they were formed, and as a ſtumbling-block 

to thoſe that were to follow. That not one of them is now in force, was lately proved 

« by a learned and public-ſpirited Gentleman, to whom his country is on that and many 

other accounts deeply indebted. Refuſing to pay the Poor's tax, with which he was 

2 affefſed by the overſeers of the pariſh in which he happened to reſide, he ſtood an aQion 

«in the Court of Seffion, and prevailed, upon the broad ground, that there is no law mm 

4 FORCE, in Scotland, by which an INVOLUNTARY Poor's Rate can be eflabliſhed in any parifh.” 

It will, therefore, not appear ſurpriſing, that the expedients adopted in this country for 

the relief of the Poor ſhould be extremely various. The principal fund, however, from 

which parochial charity is adminiſtered, ariſes from collections made at the church-doors ; 

and from donations given at Sacrament-time :: in ſome pariſhes the Poor are alſo aſſiſted 

from the rent of a part of the church, called © the Poor's Aile.* ;** or from the rent of gal- 

tcries, or pews * z in others, from fees paid at marriages, baptiſms, &c 4. ; from dues for mort- 

cloths 5, or from fees for a hearſe, which has been purchaſed on their account by the kirk- 

ſzffion, and let for hire ; from compoſitions for baſtards, and ſmall fines impoſed for im- 

moralities 7: In moſt pariſhes there is likewiſe a ſmall fund of © mortified money,” the in- 

tereſt of which is appropriated to the relief of the Poor. 

\ The mode, in which the collections at the.church-door are made, is as follows : - Thoſe 

who can afford it, leave an offering in a baſon, which is placed at the church-door, and 

is under the immediate care of an elder, who delivers it to the ſeflion after the ſervice is 

over. The money is then reckoned up, entered in their book, and depoſited in a box kept 

for that purpoſe, which has generally a ſmall lit at top through which the benevolent can 

drop their contributions: there are uſually two keys to it; one of which is kept by the 
kirk-treaſurer, and the other by the miniſter *. 

"Thoſe pariſhes in which Poor's Rates are paid, coy 's are neither idem nor permanent, 

nor made in conformity to any eſtabliſhed law of the country. The uſual mode, however, 

of proceeding when an aſſeſſment is propoſed, is thus deſcribed by Dr. Thomas Somerville,

* pulpit, that on ſuch a day a meeting of the heritors and elders is to be held, for the pur- 
* poſe of making a proviſion for the Poor for the enſuing quarter. Theſe meetings gene- 
rally take place near the terms of Candlemas, Whitſunday, Lammas, and Martinmas. 
© Upon the day of meeting the heritors ele a Preſes z after which the minutes of the 
former Sederunt, and the roll of the Poor, are read by the clerk. Forming a calculation 
« from the number already ſtanding upon the roll, and the applications made to them, the 
« heritors aſſeſs themſelves in a certain ſum, to be collected from them ſeverally, according 
to the proportion of their valued rents. The proprietor pays one-half of the aſſeſſment» 
and the tenant the other. Though the tenants are not mentioned in the ſummons, yet 
tt ſuch. of them as chooſe to attend are made welcome, and their advice and information 
« liſtened to by the meeting. The ſum aſſeſſed is raiſed by the heritors and kirk-ſeſſion to- 
© gether, in ſuch proportions as ſeem adequate to the neceſſities of the Poor. Such perſons 
« as are reduced to the neceflity of applying to the heritors for charity, from any accidental 
« and tranſient cauſe, ſuch as diſeaſe or misfortune, receive what is called an interim ſupply, 
wh, e. a certain ſum for that quarter only: the aged and infirm, and ſuch as are likely to 
continue under the ſame neceſſity of depending upon public charity, are taken. upon the 
*'Poor's Roll at a certain weekly allowance. The perſons taken upon the roll are obliged 
© to ſubſcribe a bond or deed of conveyance *, making over and bequeathing all their effects 
c to the heritors ; and though the heritors ſeldom exact their effects, yet the ſubſcription-of 
« the bond ſerves as & check to prevent perſons, who may be poſleſſed of concealed property»: 
from alienating the public charity. The ſum aſſeſſed is levied by a collector appointed 
« by the heritors, and diſtributed by him to perſons admitted upon the roll, according to 
« the proportions allotted to them *. | | 

« A kirk-ſeſſion, by which the greater part of the Poor in Scotland is relieved, is ſome-- 
« what ſimilar to an Engliſh veſtry ; i. e. when regularly conſtituted, it muſt always conſiſt 
« of the miniſter, elders *, ſeſſion-clerk, and kirk-treaſurer.. None of theſe ever receive 
« any ſalary, except the treaſurer, and the ſeſſion-elerk, who is uſually the. ſchoolmaſter of 
4 the pariſh, and has a ſmall ſalary allowed for minuting the tranſactions. The kirk-trea--

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-< ſurer is for the moſt part one of the elders ; and he is an important member of this court. 
„Without his intervention, no diftributicn of the Poot's funds is deemed legal; nor can any 
payments be made, receipts granted, or money transferred, but by him ; the miniſter and 
* ſeſſion being perſonally liable to make good all money that may otherwiſe be given en, 

« ſhould it ever afterwards be challenged by any heritor in the pariſh. 
No money can be legally iſſued from the Poor's funds, even by the treaſurer and ſeſſion, 
"#* unleſs legal proof can be brought that public intimation has been given from the pulpit, 
a * immediately after divine ſervice, and before the congregation has diſperſed, chat a diſtri- 
: „ bution of Poor's money is. to be made by the ſeſſion, at ſuch a time and place, ſpecifying 
the ſame, and inviting all who have intereſt in the caſe to attend if they ſhall incline “. 
This intimation muſt be made a full fortnight before the time of diftribution ; and as 
c every heritor, (owner of landed property,) in the pariſh, has a right to vote in the diſtribu- 
s tion of the Poor's funds, they may all, if they ſo incline, attend and exercife that right: 
but if none of them ſhould attend, which is often the caſe, the ſeſſion has then a right 
-< to proceed; and whatever they ſhall thus do, is deemed ſtrictly legal, and is liable to no 
& challenge. But ſhould they proceed without having given this previous intimation, they 
«© may, if the heritors ſhould afterwards challenge it, be made to repay out of their own 
< pockets every ſhilling they ſhall have ſo iſſued. It ſometimes happens that young miniſ- 
« ters, through heedleflnefs in this reſpect, expoſe themſelves and families to conſiderable 
trouble and loſs, which by attention might be eaſily avoided. In the ſame way, ſhould a 
© miniſter and ſeſſion, without the intervention of a treaſurer regularly conſtituted, lend, 
& upon bond or otherwiſe, any of the Poor's funds, and ſhould the perſon ſo borrowing 
& afterwards fail, theſe lenders are perſonally liable to make good the whole, and any heri- 
<« tor in the pariſh who chooſes it can compel him to do ſo *.” The members of the ſeſſion 
are alſo liable to pay all loſſes, and to account for all ſums, that it can be proved they re- 
ceived if they do not keep regular accounts; or if their books are not reviſed and approved 
by the Preſbytery; (an aſſembly, which conſiſts of all the paſtors belonging to a certain 
diſtrict, and an elder from each pariſh, who is commiſſioned by his brethren to repreſent, in 
conjunction with the miniſter, the pariſh ſeſſion. The Preſbytery are the legal auditors of 
the Poor's accounts in every pariſh within it's bounds: in caſes of difficulty, they may ap- 


þ ply to the Provincial * which conſiſts of miniſters and elders delegated from each 
Preſbytery. 


The expence of maintaining the Poor in Scotland is certainly very inconſiderable in com- 
. pariſon with what is expended in maintaining an equal number of Poor in the ſiſter king- 
Be dom. With the exception of ſmall ſalaries, of 11. or al. which, in ſome parts of the country 
are allowed to the ſeſſion-clerk and the treaſurer, the whole buſineſs of collecting, ſuperin-

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.of expence : which (it is juſtly obſerved,) is & an inſtance of frugality in an extenſive and 
© public management not paralleled in Europe, and, exhibiting at once, in theſe days of 
« venality, a ſtriking and ſingular example of public ſpirit and chriſtian charity.” This 
uſeful body of men, however, it is ſaid, is on the decline as to number in the Weſtern 
parts of Scotland. Few people chooſe to accept an office, which not only has not the ſmalleſt 


emolument annexed to it, but, as far as it is connected with the management of the Poor, 
is a troubleſome and thankleſs buſineſs . 


6 The plan of fupporting the Poor by weekly collections at the church-doors, under the 
“ management of the miniſter and elders of every pariſh, has produced ſuch ſalutary effects 
c that it deſerves the higheſt commendation. No ſet of men are better acquainted with the 
< ſituation and character of the Poor than they. They therefore can judge exactly both 
ct what ſupplies they may need, and how they may be given them with moſt advantage.“ 
The author of the Statiſtical Account of Paiſley, who thus expreſſes his approbation of the 
Scotch plan of relieving the Poor, juſtly reprobates the mode which has of late years been 
adopted, in many pariſbes, of ſupporting them by a diſcretionary tax upon the inhabitants, 
under the management of overſeers. It may, perhaps, be objected, that the ſyſtem of aſſiſt - 
ing the indigent by contributions collected from the pious at the church-doors, might ac- 
card yery well with the primeval ſimplicity of the firſt ages of the church.; but that, in the 
changes which have taken place in the circumſtances of ſociety, it muſt neceſſarily prove 
extremely inadequate to anſwer the preſſing and multifarious calls of poverty, which are the 
never-failing concomitants of a crowded population and fluctuating manufactures. That 
this, however, is far from being the caſe, is evident from the very eaſy manner in which. 
the town above-mentioned ſupports it's Poor. Paiſley is wholly a manufacturing town; and, 
from the change of faſhion, which has taken place ſince the year 1784, has experienced a 
conſiderable declenſion in it's chief branch of induſtry, the fabrication of ſilk-gauzes: a. 
declenſion, which, in England, would have loaded the Poor's Rates for many years with an 
increaſed burthen. The town of Paiſley, however, proceeded on the old plan of maintain- 
ing it's Poor by collections at the church-doors, and, it is ſaid; has exhibited a proof of 
the excellency of that method. Although it's population, in 1791, amounted to 13, 800 in-

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Habitants*;- the number of occaſional and regular Poor, during that and the preceding year, 
was only 240, beſides 13 children ſent to nurſe, and 25 ſent to ſchool; and the whole an- 
-nual expence of maintaining them was only { 50. 12s. id. Indeed it ſeems a very ge- 
neral remark, that, in thoſe pariſhes in which an aſſeſſment is laid upon the heritors and 
their tenants, in order to ſupply the deficiency of the parochial funds, the Poor are much 
leſs ſcrupulous in applying for--pariſh ſupport, lefs importunate in their demands, and more 
thankful for relief, than in thoſe pariſhes where they are ſupplied from the pariſh fund, un- 
der the controul and ſuperintendance of the miniſter and elders. In the pariſh of Car- 
laverock, which poſſeſſes a conſiderable fund of * mortified money for the relief of it's 
Poor, it would ſeem from the account of the incumbent that a fourth part of the ſum 
thus appropriated might be ſufficient for all the purpoſes of real and uſeful charity. © And 
« indeed, he adds, « an attentive obſerver will reckon it a matter of doubt, whether the 


Woreatneſ of the pariſh funds be productive of moſt good or evil, The Moraliſt has ſome 


ce cauſe to complain, that it dries up the ſources of private charity, and renders the poor 

* people leſs willing to affiſt their old and needy relations. . Theſe they ſometimes ſeem 
'« diſpoſed te abandon to the care of the ſeſſion, who cannot, by the ſmall allowance they 
« beſtow, make up to them the want of that tender aſſiduity, which proves the cordial of age 
© and poverty, and which natural affection alone can adminiſter. 

« The farmer with ſtill greater reaſon complains, that the idea of a plentiful fund eſta- 
'« bliſhed for their Tupport, fills the pariſh, in ſpite of every effort to prevent it, with the 
« idle, infirm, and indolent ; and renders it difficult for him to obtain day-labourers. In 
< fine, the Poor themſelves are far from being contented with their reſpe&ive proportions 
'« of the funds, which are notwithſtanding diſtributed with great impartiality. They are 
c accuſtomed to lean too much to them, and to depend too little upon their own exertions : 
< nay, it is ſaid, that a querulous habit is acquired, and even infirmity feigned, in order to 
« excite compaſſion, and to obtain a more liberal ſhare of charity. In the oppoſite ſcale of 

'« g00d,” (M<Morine, the author of this Report, remarks,) “ theſe effects of the funds are 
s to be thrown: firſt, the ſupport of convenient ſchools ; ſecond, that no diſtreſs ariſing 
'« from poverty occurs, which obtains not a prompt relief, without any expence to the in- 
-« habitants of the pariſh. But though none of the Poor of Carlaverock are under the ne- 
« ceflity of begging from houſe to houſe, the pariſh is, as much as any other 1 in this quarter, 
4 "INT with vagrants, and as liberal to them.“ 

The following judicious obſervations on the ſolution of this important queſtion, How 
„ ought the Poor to be ſupplied * merit much attention and regard. « From theſe facts, 
he ſays, it may be inferred, that diſtreſs and poverty multiply in proportion to thoſe funds 
that are created to relieve them.” Where the carcaſe is, there the eagles will be gathered

It is ſingular, that ſome. inſtances have occurred. in Scotland, of a Poor's Rate, which, had 
been eſtabliſhed ſome time, being given. up, without occalioning much complaint or hard- 
ſhip to the Poor. This, however, has taken place in ſeveral pariſhes *, and is an unequi- 
vocal proof, that the ancient method of providing for the Poor by voluntary collections at. 
the church-door, has in thoſe places been conſidered as the beſt, 

In the Highlands, where the pariſhes are. ſometimes 30 miles long, the number of their 
Poor, compared with their population, is unuſually great, and the funds for their ſupport ex- 
ceedingly inconſiderable ; ſtill very few real objects of charity are ever neceſſitated to beg 
their bread. They are generally provided for by their relations, or by. thoſe whom they 
have ſerved, or under whom they have lived as cottars. In a country, however, where 
little trade is carried on, and where the people live frugally, very few are.reduced by acci- 
dent, or by miſmanagement, to a ſtate of abſolute indigence : when this happens to any re- 
ſpectable individual through misfortune, his whole Clan eſteem themſelves called upon to 
give their aſſiſtance towards ſetting him up again; whereas in thoſe pariſhes, where Rates. 
are eſtabliſhed, it is not. unuſual for thoſe who have been accuſtomed to pay them, to think. 
they have a right to throw their old ſervants and poor relations upon the pariſh, as ſoon. as. 
they become unable to ſupport themſelves “. 

Upon the whole, the mode of living, and the opinions that at preſent prevail in Scotland, 
warrant the concluſion, that Houſes of Correction are much more wanted than Poor's. 
Rates, or Poor-houſes. Without ſome ſuch means of coercion, the ſevereſt laws againſt idle 
vagabonds would be of little uſe; and if none but real objects of charity were allowed to 
ſeek alms, the voluntary contributions of the humane would be fully adequate to their com- 
fortable ſupport. This they are in general. found to be at preſent, notwithſtanding that at 
leaſt three-fourths of the mendicants in Scotland are lazy vagrants, (many of them from 
the Highlands, and, in the South, from Ireland,) whom the dread or the diſcipline of a 
Bride well would ſoon drive to ſupport themſelves by their own induſtry. Sometimes, 
(though very rarely, ) when a notorious impoſtor of this kind ventures into a. town, if he 
renders himſelf obnoxious to any perſon of ſpirit there, he is taken up by order of a magiſ- 
trate, examined, ſentenced to be whipped through the ſtreets, and drummed out of the town.

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This, to perſons, who have loſt every ſenſe of ſhatne, is but a very flight puniſhment ; and 
only ſerves to turn them abroad upon the country, where they live by abuſing, with tales of 
feigned' diftreſs,. the humanity-of ſuch as ate ſtronger than themſelves, and extorting, by 
threats, whatever they have a mind to, from thoſe whom they think they can maſter. 


It is the more to be regretted, that ſuch abuſes are permitted to paſs with impunity, as 
they fall almoſt entirely upon the pooreſt and moſt induſtrious part of the community, theſe 
being the molt credulous and liable to impoſition. Indeed it is on this claſs of people, who 
are the Teaft able to bear it, that the great burden of ſupporting the Poor of all deſcriptions 
lies. Many cauſes co-operate towards this. The Gentry are ſeldom regular i in their at- 
tendance upon divine ſervice, and of courſe contribute very little to the weekly, and ſtill 
leſs to the ſacramental collections: while the poorer ſort are in general firiftly attentive 
to all the duties of religion, ſtrongly impreſſed with that encouraging and venerable maxim, 
chat « He that giveth to the Poor lendeth to the Lord” and always 2 to contribute, 
with chearfulneſs, their mite towards the ſupport of ſuch as may ſtand in need of it; often 


confoling themſelves, when they are conſcious of having ſtretched beyond their preſent cir -

From the above view of the ſtate of beggars, and of the manner in which they are at 
preſent ſubſiſted, in Scotland, it is hardly poſſible not to wiſh, (what indeed juſtice ſeems to 
require,) that a Houſe of Correction might be erected and ſupported, in every ſhire or 
county at leaſt, at the excluſive expence of the men of property. Thus ſuch lazy vaga- 
bonds as at preſent take advantage of the laxneſs of the laws, the negligence of magiſtrates, 
and the credulity of the ignorant, to commit their depredations upon the public, would be 
rendered ufeful to the community and to themſelves, and the charity of the humane wauld 
be ſecured from every claim but that of real diſtreſs.

wiſh 
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with to ſee either Poor's Rates or Work-houſes * eſtabliſhed in it. It is true that, upon 
- ſuch an eſtabliſhment, the ſqualid and unſightly appearance of poverty and infirmity would 
no longer offend the eye of ſqueamiſh delicacy, and that affected ſenſibility, which is ſhock- 
ed at the ſight of miſery, from which, however, it often turns away without relieving it : 
but the ſocial virtues, among thoſe whoſe virtue is almoſt their only portion, would ſuffer 
much. "Thouſands, who are now kindly and comfortably ſupported at home by the charity 
of their relations and neighbours, would then find the endearing ties of gratitude and natural 
affection broken at once; the honeſt peaſiht and his family would miſs the benniſons of 
the long-remember'd beggar” who had been their gueſt ; they would feel themſelves de- 
prived in a great meaſure of that moſt pleaſing ſatisfaction which reſults from relieving a 
fellow-creature ; and, if compelled to give towards a Poor's Rate but one-fourth part of 
what they had formerly beſtowed in voluntary alms, they would feel it an intolerable bur- 
den, and look with impatience and invidious diſcontent both on the cauſes and the objects 
of ſuch a tax. 


An Engliſhman, who knows nothing more of the Poor in Scotland, than that they are 
very numerous, that no regular proviſion is made for them, and that they are obliged to beg 
from houſe to houſe, will naturally conclude that their condition is moſt deplorable : but it 
is by no means ſo; and, every thing conſidered, they live as comfortably to themſelves as, 
and much leſs expenſively to the community than, thoſe of England, notwithſtanding the 
immenſe and grievous ſums that are every year laid out for the ſupport of the latter. The 
rigid reſtrictions of a work-houſe, from which death only can ſet them free, muſt needs 
render the lives of it's inmates extremely irkſome ; and where a number of people, peeviſh 
through age, bodily infirmity, and misfortune, are crowded together, and the virtuous .are 
obliged to be witneſſes of the miſconduct of the vicious, the enjoyments of ſociety cannot 
have'much to endear them. On the contrary, the beggar who goes from houſe to houſe, 
enjoys the comfortable reflection that he is free; if he meets with a repulſe in one place, 
he finds a welcome in another; and the ſympathetic and familiar tenderneſs with which he 
is often treated affords him a conſolation which is not to be looked for in a work-houſe. 
Poor neighbours and relations have preſents ſent to their houſes, particularly upon occaſions 
of relaxation and feſtivity: cripples are carried on barrows, and the blind and infirm are led 
from houſe to houſe by the peaſants, with the moſt ſoothing attention; and their wants re- 
lieved with the moſt anxious ſolicitude “.

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Nor ſhould it be forgotten, that, independent of every other conſideration, many find, 
in the entertaining garrulity of theſe itinerants, an ample recompence for the pittance they 
beſtow, and the attentions they adminiſter ;z and that the putting a ſtop to vagrancy would 
deprive them of a cheap and harmleſs amuſement, the paſſion for which, (though common 
in ſome degree to the ſame claſs of people every where, ) has long formed a diſtinguiſhing 
trait in the general character of the Iabouring claſſes in Scotland. 


In many parts of Scotland, particularly in the Lowlands, one-half, at leaſt, of the pea- 
ſantry have never been above twenty miles from home; many of them live to the age of 
four-ſcore without ever ſleeping in any bed but their own; and in many a cottage, the 
peat ingle, (like the ſacred fires of Veſta,) has immemorially continued burning from ge- 
neration to generation. To perſons, whoſe ſphere of information is ſo confined, who have a 
{ſtrong natural curioſity, and few means of gratifying it, every report, that comes from beyond 
the circle of their own acquaintance, is news. The ſocial cordiality of the evening fire- ſide 
requires converſation; and the ſimplicity of the untutored imagination is eaſily intereſted. 
Every ſtory, whether true or falſe, is liſtened to with the moſt entbuſiaſtic avidity. The 
beggar, particularly if chearful and chatty, (which old people, when kindly uſed, generally 
are,) by the time he has made his ſecond or third round, has ſecured himſelf a welcome 
reception at the end of every ſtage. His annual viſit is looked for with impatience by the 
whole family, particularly by the younger part of it; the legendary tale is often talked of, 
and the expected repetitions of narrative ſenility are anticipated with rapture. The enjoy- 
ments and obligations of all parties are mutual, and ſuch as the lover of nature, ſimplicity, 
and humanity, would be forry to fee prohibited 2.

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The following account of the number of regular Poor on the pariſh- roll, or of the whole 
number of Pariſh Poor whenever it was ſpecified, together with the population of ſuch pa- 
riſhes whoſe number of Poor was mentioned, was extracted from the Statiſtical Account of 
Scotland. It affords ſome idea of the comparative lightneſs of parochial burthens in differ- 
ent parts of the kingdom : but is not to be conſidered as a liſt of all the paupers in each 
pariſh ; as there are numbers of wandering beggars * in Scotland, who gain a livelihood by 
wandering 


I In ſome parts of Scotland, beggars are licenſed by the magiſtrates ; and reſtricted to beg on particular days 

of the week ; of which Saturday 1s uſually one, This was the caſe probably all over England, in the cor- 
orate towns, two hundred years ago, The following is a tranſcript of a paper, (apparently of the age of 
lizabeth,) in the Britiſh Muſcum, relative to the perſons appointed to live by alms in Cheſter.

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, not obſerving that gentlemen were prepared to deliver 
their ſentiments an the preſent bill, could not give a filent vote upon a queſtion of ſo much 
importance, and at the ſame time of. ſo much delicacy. In the interval which had taken 
p:*.ce ſince the firſt reading of the bill, he had paid conſiderable attention to the ſubject, and 

endeavoured to collect information from the. beſt ſources to which he had acceſs. 
was certainly of ſuch a nature as to render it of importance to find out a proper remedy ; 
but the nature of the remedy involved diſcuſſions of ſuch a delicate and intricate nature, that 
nene- ſhould be adopted without being maturely weighed. The preſent ſituation of the La- 
douring Poor in this country, was certainly not ſuch as could be wiſhed, upon any prin- 
ciple, either of humanity or policy. That claſs had of late been expoſed to hardſhips which. 
they all concurred: in lamenting, and were equally actuated by a deſire to remove. He. 
» would nat argue how far the compariſon of the ſtate of the labourer, relieved as it has been 
by a diſplay of beneficenee never ſurpaſſed at any period, with the ſtate of this claſs of the 
community in former times, was juſt, though he was convinced that the repreſentations: 
| were exaggerated. At any rate the compariſons were not accurate, becauſe they did not. 
4 | embrace a comprehenſive view: of the relative ſituations. He gave Mr. Whitbread ample-

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credit for his good intentions in bringing the preſent bill into Parliament, though he was 
afraid that it's proviſions were ſuch as it would be impolitic, upon the whole, to adopt; and 
though they were adopted, he believed that they would be found to be inadequate to the 
purpoſes which they propoſed. —The authority of a very eminent calculator, Dr. Price, had 
been adduced to ſhew the great advance that had taken place on every article of ſubſiſtence, 
compared with the ſlow increaſe of the wages of labour. But the ſtatement of Dr, Price 
was erroneous, as he compared the earnings of the labourer, at the period when the com- 
pariſon is inſtituted, with the price of proviſions, and the earnings of the labourer at the 
preſent day, with the price of the ſame articles, without adverting to the change of circum- 
ſtances, and to the difference of proviſions. Corn, which was then almoſt the only food of 
the labourer, was now ſupplied by cheaper ſubſtitutions ; and it was unfair to conclude, that 
the wages of labour were ſo far from keeping pace with the price of proviſions, becauſe 


they could no longer purchaſe the ſame quantity of an article, for which the labourer had 
no longer the ſame demand. The ſimple queſtion now to be conſidered was, whether the 


remedy for the evil, which was admitted in a certain extent to exiſt, was to be obtained by 
giving to the Juſtices the power to regulate the price of labour, and by endeavouring to 
eſtabliſh by authority, what would be much better accompliſhed by the unaſſiſted operation 
of principles? It was unneceſſary to argue the general expediency of any legiſlative inter- 
ference, as the principles had been perfectly recognized by the honourable gentleman him- 
ſelf. The moſt celebrated writers upon political economy, and the experience of thoſe ſtates 
| where arts had flouriſhed the moſt, bore ample teſtimony of their truth. They had only to 
inquire, therefore, whether the preſent caſe was ſtrong enough for the exception, and whe- 
ther the means propoſed were ſuited to the object intended? The honourable gentleman 
imagined that he had on his fide of the queſtion the ſupport of experience in this country, 
and appealed to certain laws upon the ſtatute-book in confirmation of his propeſition. He 
did not find himſelf called upon to defend the principle of theſe ſtatutes, but they were 
certainly introduced for purpoſes widely different from the object of the preſent bill. They 
were enacted to guard the induſtry of the country from being checked. by a general combi- 
nation among labourers ; and the bill now under conſideration was introduced ſolely for the 
purpoſe of remedying the inconveniences which labourers ſuſtain from the diſproportion 
exiſting between the price of labour and the price of living. He had the ſatisfaction to 
hear the honourable gentleman acknowledge, that if the price of labour could be made to- 
find its own level, it would be much more deſirable than to aſſeſs it by arbitrary ſtatute, 
which, in the execution, was liable to abuſe. on the one hand, and inefficacy on the other. If 
the remedy ſucceeded according to the moſt ſanguine expectations, it only eſtabliſhed what 
would have been better effected by principle; and if it failed on the one hand it might pro- 
duce the ſevere oppreſſion, and on the other encourage the moſt profligate idleneſs and ex- 
travagance. W as it not better for the Houſe then to conſider the operation of general prin- 
Ciples, and rely upon the effects of their unconfined exercife ? Was it not wiſer to reflect 
what remedy might be adopted, at once more general in it's principles, and more compre- 
henſive in it's object, leſs exceptionable in it's example,. and leſs dangerous in it's appli- 
cation? They ſhould look to the inſtances where interference had ſhackled induſtry, and: 
where the beſt intentions have often produced the moſt pernicious effects. It was indeed 
the moſt abſurd bigotry, in aſſerting the general principle, to exclude the exception; but 
| trade,

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trade, induſtry, and barter, would always find their own level, and be impeded by regula- 
tons which violated their natural operation, and deranged their proper effect. This being 
granted, then he appealed to the judgment of the Houſe, whether it was better to refer the 
matter entirely to the diſcretion of a magiſtrate, or to endeavour to find out the cauſes of 
the evil, and, by removing the cauſes, to apply a remedy more juſtifiable in- it's principle, 
more eaſy in the execution, more effectual in it's operations, in fine, more conſonant to 
every maxim of found and rational policy. The evil, in his opinion, originated, in a great 
meaſure, in the abuſes which had crept into the Poor Laws of this country, and the compli- 
cated mode of executing them. The Poor Laws of this country, however wiſe in their ori- 
ginal inſtitution, had contributed to fetter the circulation of labour, and to ſubſtitute a ſyſ- 
tem of abuſes, in room of the evils which they humanely meant to redreſs, and, by engraft- 
ing upon a defective plan defective remedies, produced nothing but confuſion and diforder, 
The Laws of Settlements prevented the workman from going to that market where he could 
diſpoſe of his induſtry to the greateſt advantage ; and the capitaliſt, from employing the 
perſon who was qualified to procure him the beſt returns for his advances. Theſe laws had 
at once increaſed the burdens of the Poor, and taken from the collective reſources of the 
State, to ſupply wants which their operation had occaſioned, and to alleviate a poverty which 
they tended to perpetuate. Such were the inſtitutions which miſguided_benevolence had 
introduced, and with ſuch warnings to deter, it would be wiſe to diſtruſt a ſimilar mode of 
conduct, and to endeavour to diſcover remedies of a different nature. The country had not 
yet experienced the full benefit of the laws that had already been paſſed, to correct the errors 
which he had explained. From the attention he had beſtowed upon the ſubject, and from 


the inquiries he had been able to make of others, he was diſpoſed to think we had not gone 


yet far enough, and to entertain an opinion that many advantages might be derived, and 
much of the evil now complained of removed, by an extenſion of thoſe reformations in the 
Poor Laws which had been begun. The encouragement of Friendly Societies would contri- 
bute to alleviate that immenſe charge with which the Public was loaded in the ſupport of 


the Poor, and provide by ſavings of induſtry for the comfort of diſtreſs. © Now the pariſh- 


officer could not remove the workman, merely becauſe he apprehended he might be bur- 
denſome; but it was neceſſary that he ſhould be actually chargeable. But, from the preſſure 
of a temporary diſtreſs, might the induſtrious mechanic be tranſported from the place where 
His exertions could be uſeful to himſelf and his family, to a quarter where he would become 
a burden without the capacity of being even able to provide for himſelf. To remedy fuch a 
great ſtriking grievance, the Laws of Settlement ought to undergo a radical amendment.— 
He conceived, that, to promote the free circulation of labour, to remove the obſtacles by 
which induſtry is prohibited from availing itſelf of its reſources, would go far to remedy the 
evils, and diminiſh the neceſlity of applying for relief to the Poor's Rates. In the courſe of 
a few years, this freedom, from the vexatious reſtraint which the laws impoſed, would ſuper- 
ſede the objecł of their inſtitutions. The advantages would be widely diffuſed, the wealth 
of the nation would be increaſed, the poor man rendered hot only more comfortable but 
more virtuous, and the weight of Poor's Rates, with which the landed intereſt is loaded, 
greatly diminiſhed, He fhould wiſh, therefore, that an opportunity were given of reſtoring _ 
the original purity of the Poor Laws, and of removing thoſe forropyogs by which they had 


been 
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been obſcured, He was convinced that the evils which they had occaſioned did not ariſe 
out of their original conſtitution, but coincided with the opinion of Blackſtone, that, in pro- 
portion as the wiſe regulations that were eſtabliſhed in the long and glorious reign of Queen 
Elizabeth, have been ſuperſeded by ſubſequent enactments, the utility of the inſtitution has 
been impaired, and the benevolence of the plan rendered fruitleſs. 

While he thus had expreſſed thoſe ſentiments which the diſcuſſion naturally prompted, 
it might not perhaps be improper, on ſuch an occaſion, to lay before the Houſe the ideas 
floating in his mind, though not digeſted with ſufficient accuracy, nor arranged with a pro- 
per. degree of clearneſs. Neither what the honourable gentleman propoſed, nor what he 
himſelf had ſuggeſted, were remedies adequate to the evil it was intended to remove. Sup- 
poſing, however, the two modes of remedying the evil were on a par in effect, the prefer- 
ence in principle was clearly due to that which was leaſt arbitrary in it's nature; but it was 
not difficult to perceive that the remedy propoſed by the honourable gentleman would either 
be completely ineffectual, or ſuch as far to over-reach it's mark. As there was a differ- 
ence in the numbers which compoſe the families of the labouring Poor, it muſt neceſſarily 
require more to ſupport a ſmall family. Now, by the regulations propoſed, either the 
man with a ſmall family would have too much wages, or the man with a large family, 
who had done moſt ſervice to his country, would have too little. So that were the mi- 
nimum fixed upon the ſtandard of a large family, it might operate as an encouragement 
to idleneſs on one part of the community; and if it were fixed on the ſtandard of a ſmall 
family, thoſe would not enjoy the benefit of it, for whoſe relief it was intended. What 
meaſure then could be found to ſupply the defect? Let us, ſaid he, make relief, in caſes 
where there are a number of children, a matter of right, and an honour inſtead of a ground 
for opprobrium and contempt. This will make a large family a bleſſing, and not a curſe ; 
and this will draw a proper line of diſtinction between thoſe who are able to provide for 
themſelves by their labour, and thoſe who, after having enriched their country with a num- 
ber of children, have a claim upon it's aſſiſtance for their ſupport. All this, however, he 
would confeſs, was not enough, if they did not engraft upon it reſolutions to diſcourage re- 
lief where it was not wanted, If ſuch means could be practiſed as that of ſupplying the 
| neceſſities of thoſe who required aſſiſtance, by giving it in labour, or affording employment, 
which is the principle of the act of Queen Elizabeth, the moſt important advantages would 
be gained. They would thus benefit thoſe to whom they afforded relief, not only by the 
aſſiſtance beſtowed, but by giving habits of induſtry and frugality, and, in furniſhing a tem- 
porary bounty, enable them to make permanent proviſion for themſelves. By giving effect 
to the operation of Friendly Societies, individuals would be reſcued from becoming a burden 
upon the Public; and, if neceſſary, be enabled to ſubſiſt upon a fund which their den in- 
duſtry contributed to raiſe. Theſe great points of granting relief according to the number 
of children, preventing removals at the caprice of the pariſh-officer, and making them ſub. 
ſcribe to Friendly Societies, would tend in a very great degree to remove every complaint 
to which the preſent partial remedy could be applied. —Experience had already ſhewn how 
much could be done by the induſtry of children, and the advantages of early employing them 
in ſuch branches of manufactures as they are capable to execute. The extenſion of Schools 
of Induſtry was alſo an object of material importance. If any one would take the trouble 


to compute the amount of all the earnings of the children who are already educated in this 
4 | 5 | manaer, 
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manner, he would be ſurpriied, when he came to conſider the weight which their ſupport by 
their own labours took off the country, and the addition which, by the fruits of their toil, 
and the habits to which they were formed, was made to it's internal opulence. The ſug- 
geſtion of tbeſe ſchpols was originally drawn from Lord Hale and Mr, Locke; and upon 
ſuch authority he had no difficulty in recommending the plan to the encouragement of the 
Legiſlature, Much might be effected by a plan of this nature, ſuſceptible.of conſtant im- 
provement. Such a plan would convert the relief granted to the Poor into an encourage- 
ment to induſtry, inſtead of being, as it is by the preſent Poor Laws, a premium to idle- 
neſs, and a ſchool for floth. There were alſo a number of ſubordinate circumſtances, to 
which it was neceſſary to attend. The Jaw which prohibits giving relief where any viſible 
property remains ſhould be aboliſhed. That degrading condition ſhould be withdrawn. No 
temporary occaſion ſhould force a Britiſh ſubje& to part with the laſt ſhilling of his little 
capital, and compel him to deſcend to a ſtate of wretchedneſs from which he could never 
recover, merely that he might be entitled to a caſual ſupply. Such little ſums might be 
advanced as might put the perſons who received them in the way of acquiring what might 
place them in a ſituation to make permanent proviſion for themſelves. Theſe were the ge- 
neral ideas which had occurred to him upon the ſubject; if they ſhould be approved of by 
any gentleman in the Houſe, they might perhaps appear at a future time in a more accu- 
rate ſhape than-he could pretend to give them. He could not, however, let this opportunity 
flip without throwing them out. He was aware that they would require to be very maturely 
conſidered. He was aware alſo of a fundamental difficulty, that of inſuring the diligent 
execution of any law that ſhould be enacted. This could only be done by preſenting, to thoſe 
who ſhould be intruſted with the execution, motives to emulation, and by a frequent inſpec- 
tion of their conduct as to diligence and fidelity. Were he to ſuggeſt an outline, it would be 
this. To provide ſome new mode of inſpection by pariſhes, or by hundreds. to report to 
the Magiſtrates at the Petty Seſſions, with a liberty of appeal from them to the General 
- Quarter Seſſions, where the Juſtice ſhould be empowered to take cognizance of the conduct 
of the different commiſſioners, and to remedy whatever defects ſhould be found to exiſt. 
That an annual report ſhould be made to Parliament; and that Parliament ſhould impoſe 
upon itſelf the duty of tracing the effect of it's ſyſtem from year to year, till it ſhould be 
fully matured. 'That there ſhould be a ſtanding order of the Houſe'for this purpoſe, and, in 
a word, that there ſhould be an Annual Budget opened, containing the details of the whole 
ſyſtem of Poor Laws, by which the Legiſlature would ſhew, that they had a conſtant and a 
watchful eye upon the intereſts of the pooreſt and moſt neglected part of the community. 
Mr. Pitt concluded an excellent ſpeech. with acknowledging, that he was not vain enough 
to think that he had brought forward any new idea; adding, however, that thoſe which he 
had ſuggeſted, were collected from the beſt ſources of information, from a careful examina- 
tion of the ſubject, and an extenſive ſurvey of the opinions of others. He would only ſay, 
that it was a ſubject of the utmoſt importance, and that he would do every thing in his 
power to bring forward or promote ſuch meaſures as would conduce to the intereſt of the

This pariſh allows barley at 3s. the Wincheſter buſhel to all the above families: even with this indulgence, 
No. 2. and No. 4. live almoſt entirely upon barley and water and a few potatoes. No. 1. Man and wite un- 
der 30, boy 10, and a child in arms. This man, as well as No. 2, is a ſhepherd, and conſequently his wages 
are lower than thoſe of other labourers.. They make up their deficiencies by keeping two pigs and cultivat- 

ing a little garden. They are getting a little in debt. No. 2. Man and wife under middle age, girl of 11, 
boy 9, girl 6, girl 22, a boy at ſervice, who coſts more than he earns. This family, notwithſtanding their 
ſcanty fare, 1s getting into debt very faſt. During the laſt year they received Is. a-week. from the pariſſi; 
but never received a farthing before. No. 3. This family, relatively ſpeaking, is very comfortable ::the child 
is in arms, They live in the cottage of an uncle, and pay only half the rent. They do not exceed their income; 
but are very bare in eloaths. No, 4. Children; a girl 16, another x0, boy 4, twins 14 years old. This family 
is getting into debt; and, when the pariſh withdraws their allowance for grain, will experience great difficulties, 

eſs their wages ſhould he advanced. All theſe families are frugal, ſober, and iuduſtrious. During the laſt 

five or ſix years, labourers in this country have been getting more and more in debt: laſt Winter they were 
extremely diſtreſſed. Some families have not bought cloaths the laſt three years. A- ſmall ſhop-keeper in 
Buckden ſays, that of ſtuff for cloaths, he ſold none laſt year. Thoſe who have lived by running in debt, begin 
now to find their credit fail, and ſhop-keepers are both unable and unwilling to truſt them; and find great: 
difficulty in ſettling with their correſpondents in the manufacturing towns, Gne rider, lately, went to a town: 
in this neighbourhood, where he expected 1400l, and only received 4ool. Another went to another, ex+- 
pecting 400l. and did not get Col. 5 January, 1796.

It is computed a labouring woman has a child once every two and a-half, or every three years. The 
lowelt expence attending the birth of a child is 3l. One- third of this, therefore, may be reckoned as 
the annual expence, The expence of a child's funeral is 108. Of an adult's, about 11. Three ſhillings 
and ſixpence is reckoned as the probable annual expence of each family. Many families pay 2L, and 
ſome as much as 3l. or Al. a- year, for medicines, and ſurgical aſſiſtance. 3 


The prices for threſhing now are as follows: A load of wheat, (5 bufhels,) 18. 8d. It uſed to be 
18. 3d, A quarter of barley (8 buſhels,) 18. 10d. It uſed to be 1s. 4d. If a man faves hard, he may 
poſſibly earn 1 18. or 128. a - week; but this cannot be done for a conſtancy. Taking wheat and barley 

together, the rife may be ſtated at 38. the week, ſuppoſing a man to threſh ſeven load of each, a-week,

the yet unpsbelkeled cheapneſs of n among us, our county ſhould ſeem to be peculiarly 
well adapted to manufactures: but, where are they? We have never yet explored, to a, 
ſufficient-extent or accuracy, the bowels of the earth, which are known to abound with one 
production of more real value, perhaps, than all the mines of Potoſi ; and which alſo, there 
is good reaſon to believe, contain various ores; well worth the ſearching for. In ſuch a ſearch, 
the diſadvantage of our climate, ſo often pleaded as an apology for our backwardneſs in 
agricultural improvements, cannot be urged : and it is more than probable, that, in many 
places of Cumberland, which it were eaſy to point out, what lies beneath the ſurface may 
be of more value than the ſoil; and all the produce, of which it is capable. We ſeem en- 
tirely to have laſt the making of ſalt; which once made ſomething like a ſhew of enter- 
prize and buſineſs along our coaſts : nor have we any longer any conſiderable glaſs-houſes, 
or iron-works ; though, from the plenty of fuel, our county might be thought peculiarly 
favourable to all thoſe works which require large fires. The increaſed population of Car- 
liſie and its vicinity, where alone ſome ſpirited and patriotic individuals have lately intro- 
duced ſome thriving manufactories, ſhews what might be done, were ſuch a ſpirit to be- 
come general. It is ſtill more manifeſt in Glamorganſhire, where, fifty years ago, the land, 
naturally fertile, was hardly of any value; and the people, few in number, and wretchedly 
poor. | Owing to iron-works, firſt introduced among them by ſome natives of this county, 
lands now let as high there, as any where elſe : and the 28 8 are become ee in- 
duſtrious, rich, and happy. | 
It would be eaſy to add to theſe obſervations : indeed, on ſuch a topic; the only difficulty 
is, to reſtrain one's ſelf within thoſe bounds of brevity ſo proper in an Addreſs of this na- 
ture. What has already been ſuggeſted, and remains to be added, is not dictatorially ob- 
truded on you, my countrymen z but, with all becoming deference, ſubmitted to your candid 
conſideration, by one of yourſelves. It was thought proper to make ſome ſuch preliminary 
remarks, not to inſorm, but to remind you, of exiſting circumſtances : in the hope that 
thereby you might be prepared to receive, at leaſt with indulgence, a Propoſal for a 
COUNTY ASSOCIATION, ox SOCIETY ; of perhaps ſomewhat a novel nature: but 
which our exigence ſeems loudly to call for; and which, it is humbly truſted, though un- 
common, will not, when fully conſidered, be found inapplicable: to our circumſtances. - + 
The utility of ſuch Societies may be inferred from the encouragement they have met with 
in almoſt every corner of the kingdom, except our own, where they are moſt wanted. The 
moral of the well-known fable of the Bundle of Twigs is moſt aptly exemplified, by the 
feebleneſs and inefficiency of the exertions of ſolitary individuals, contraſted with the ac- 
cumulated force and ſtrength they derive by being formed into companies and ſocieties.” 
Of the truth of this obſervation, Liverpool and Glaſgow are ſtriking inſtances: they have 
made large firides towards a monopoly of the trade of the kingdom, almoſt ſolely through 
the operation of this ſingle principle. A late very reputable individual, of this place, furniſhes 
me with another inſtance, that comes more home to ourſelves, to evince the truth of my 
> poſition. - By the advertiſement for the diſpoſal of his effects, it appeared, that there was 
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cannot be named, ) had not ſome ſhare : thus forwarding the general winch at the lame time, 
and by the ſame means, that he himſelf became opulent and reſpectable. 

I am not ſo ſelf-ſufficient as to fancy that FE am equal to the framing of a proper plan for 
ſuch a Society: my end in this addreſs will be anſwered, and my ambition abundantly gra- 
tied, if I can only be ſo fortunate as to excite the attention of my countrymen to an ob- 
ject of ſuch real and great importance to them. I willingly leave it to abler heads to com- 
plete, and bring to perfection, plans, which the mediocrity of my talents enables me only to 
give the outlines of. 

That I may not, however, incur the reproach of urging others to do much, whilſt I my- 
ſelf do nothing, I will take the liberty of ſketching ſomething like the ſkeleton of a Plan, 
on which I conceive ſuch a Society as I have in view ought to be formed; fome hints as to 
the leading object of it's future attention; and the means by which, I am ſanguine enough 
to hope, it may be ſupported. 

To be eminently uſeful to a county circumſtanced as this is, the range and ſphere of 
action of ſuch a Society ſhould be more extenſive and more diverſified than is uſual in ſuch 


Societies. It will not anſwer our purpoſe to follow the model or pattern of any ſimilar So- 


ciety, however reſpectable: neither thoſe of Bath, or Mancheſter, nor even that which 
ſeems to be an improvement on. them all, one lately formed in North. America, are wholly 
ſuitable to us. Something we may adopt from them all; and hardly any thing can be 


adopted, which we do not want: but the Cumberland Society, to render it adequate to our 


exigences, muſt patronize and. promote, not arts and ſciences only, but all that is uſually 
comprehended under the term economical. It muſt ſet on foot and encourage agriculture, 
commerce, learning, induſtry, frugality z- and, in ſhort, every thing by which a people may 
be rendered good and happy. On each of theſe points, a few hints ſhall be ſubjoined ; not 
merely to ſhew how much there is to be done, and how much good would reſult from it's 


being done; but to convince my readers, that the attempt, though confeſſedly arduous, is 


by no means impracticable. 


Agriculture, for obvious reaſons, always has claimed, and ought to claim,” the frſt atten-- 


tion of ſuch a Society. Now, effectually to promote great improvements in that way, it 
ſeems to me, that the uſual methods will be found inſufficient. It is every where difficult 
to wean farmers from old notions and practices: but it would be particularly difficult in 
this county. From the hazard unavoidably attending all new experiments, it can hardly be 
expected, that Cumberland farmers, who are not uſually men of much property, ſhould 
eaſily come into them; or, if they did, do juſtice to them. To obviate this and other ſimi- 
lar objections, — and at che ſame time to give the ſpirit of improvement in agriculture that 
fair play, to which it is entitled, but has no where yet. completely enjoyed, —it is propoſed, 
That the Society ſhould, as ſoon as convenient, purchaſe at leaſt three competent farms, in. 
different and diſtant parts of the county; with all the poſſible varieties of ſoil, ſituation, and 

climate. -There ſhould, for inſtance, be a farm contiguous to the ſea; one in mountainous 
| and waſte land ; and one among bogs. and moraſſes: all under the direction of the Society, 
and their committees, The profeſſed object of this part of the Plan is experiment; which, 
the great Lord Vervlam, has well obſerved, is the only baſis of all real improvements in

may, in ſuch à way, and perhaps only in ſuch a way, have a chance to have full juſtice 
done to them But, it is not neceſſary that the courſe of experiments expected to take 
place in ſuch a ſchool, ſhould be confined entirely to huſbandry: they may, with propriety 
and advantage, be extended to all the ſubjects of Natural Philoſophy; and, in particular, to 
chemical analyſes and proceſſes, with a view to aſcertain, if poſſible, what is the food of 
plants; to meteorological obſervations and deductions; to veterinary inveſtigations z and 
whatever elſe may be ſubſervient to rural.cxconomy. Nor is it neceſſary, in conducting ſuch 
-a ſcheme, that there ſhould be all goings-out, and no comings-in: one leading object of 
ſuch a Society being to find out, how expences may be leflened, and profits increaſed. 
This Society ſhould alſo, in ſome degree, be a trading company; fo far at leaſt as their 
interſerence and patronage ſhould be found neceſſary to pramote the trade of the county: 


and It ſhould ſeem to be neceſſary, wherever large capitals are neceſſary. In particular, 


they ſhould ſet on foot and promote Fiſheries, in all their various branches and departments. 
They, and perhaps they alone, ſhould engage iF mining and metallurgy; in ſalt- works and 
glaſs-works; and, more eſpecially, in iron- works. I think it is capable of proof, that it is 
not impraQicable, nor even very difficult, to render this county the Birmingham or Shef- 
field of the North: whereas, at mm we neither make, n nor Rn; iron veg for 
our own -conſumption. 

Above all, and that on which all POS ſeem materially to depend; l ce whole 
county, or at leaſt a large portion of it's landed property, be ſtaked, tq form, on a large 
ſcale, one grand Loan-Office for the county. It would lead me beyond my preſent purpoſe to 
go into the detail of this important part of our Plan. Suffice it to obſerve, that it is de- 
monſtrable, that the ſcheme is not more neceſſary and beneficial, than it is feaſible and 
practicable: it is not the ſpeculative project · of a mere theoriſt ; but a ſcheme which long 
agd was carried into execution in Pennſylvania, to the infinite advantage of that country: 
and it is, in truth, the great root, on which all that is good or great in the government of 
the Thirteen States now actually turns: for what is the whole ſyſtem of their finances but a 
Lian-Office ? That we want a circulating currency, and that a Bank is the natural, or, at 
leaſt, the only attainable remedy for ſuch a want, is proved by the numberleſs Country 


Banks, that are every day ſetting up, not only among ourſelves, but every where elſe. What 


the exact plan of ſuch a Bank ſhould be, it is fit that I leave to others to determine; but I 
muſt obſerve, that it is neceſſary and proper it ſhould be under the ſole direction and con- 


troul of the County Society, and wholly ſubſervient to their. views, which, indeed, cannot 


well be carried into effect without ſome ſuch expedient. And let no man alarm himſelf or 
others by ill-underſtood and ill-founded-references to Mr. Law's grand ſcheme in France, 
the South Sea bubble here at home, or the Ayr Bank in Scotland: common ſenſe only, and 
common honeſty, are all that are wanted to guard againſt the poſſibility of any ſuch dangers. 
If there even were ſome riſk, (but there really is none, ) it would be far overbalanced by 
the proſpect of many and great certain advantages. It would be the ſaving of many a good 


| efftate, to know at once where, without the intervention of attornies, or unfeeling ufurers, 
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and furniſh alſo many an adventurous. ſpirit with the ſources, on eaſy and | honourable terms, 


to carry vell-deviſed and Jucratixe projects into effect. And to the. Society, it would be 


copious fund and revenue, acquired at no 8 to Fynhie them alſo to accompliſh all their 
other beneficial purpoſes, '. 

4 Legiſlators: hope to enſure 8 to their aide, by the United n of hope and 
fear; by inflicting puniſhments, as well as by beſtowing rewards; It is by the inſtrumenta- 
lity of the latter alone, that this Society can hope for the attainment of it's ends: means, 
perhaps, leſs eſſicacious, but certainly more plraſing and more honourable. Our rewards 
muſt, indeed, in general, be honorary: and hence it becomes the more neceſſary to pro- 
portion them well to the various exigencies that may be ſuppoſed to ariſe. 

Let ſtated rewards then, honorary or pecuniary, as circumſtances may require, be allot- 
ted to the perſon in the county, who, at the leaſt expence, and on the ſmalleſt quantity of 
ground, raiſes the greateſt quantity of wheat, barley, oats, peaſe, beans, potatoes, turhips, 

hemp, flax, hops, vetches, ſaintfoin, clover, lucern, or natural graſs, of a good ſort: who 
improves the old graſſes, or introduces new; who invents. any new, or improves any old, 
implement of huſbandry ; who breeds and raiſes the moſt and beſt horſes and cattle, in pro- 
portion to the lands he holds; who, in any reſpect, improves the breed of ſheep, and me- 
liorates the quality of wool; who diſcovers any new manure, or ſubſtitute for manure; who 
diſtinguiſhes himſelf by any valuable improvement in horticulture, and the produce of the 
orchard z (in both which reſpects, our county, through ſome unaccouutable want of 
taſte, as well as of prudence, is at preſent lamentably deficient ;) who, on land abſolutely 
unfit for cultivation, {hall plant the greateſt number of foreſt trees 3 who ſhall be the means 
of having tho largeſt quantity of our preſent wretched roads amended ; who ſhall reclaim 


the largeſt portion of waſte lands ; and, at the Jeaſt expence, drain the moſt boggy and 


marſh ground; and prevent foods, by ſtraightening and widening the channels of rivers, 
becks, and watet-courſes, or by embankment ; or, in any other way, ſhall greatly. contri- 
bute to any other uſeful improvement, public or private. 15 
_ « Peculiar and well- adapted reprards may alſo, with propriety, be allotted to the man, | be he 
who. he will, who ſhall diſcover, even on the lands of private perſons, any new and valu- 
able mines; or ,veins of coal, provided only they may be worked with advantage to the Pub- 
lie ; or, who ſhall . ſuggeſt any means for the eaſier and better working of mines, collierics, 
and quarries ; or any way by which any fiſheries may be improved ; or, in any reſpect, im- 
prove on the preſent ſyſtem of ſhip or boat-buildingz. or find out any better. modes of 
working and navigating veſſels ; or facilitate and render navigation more ſure, by any new 
and. intereſt ing information reſpeRing ſand- banks, rocks, land-marks, or ligkt-bouſes ; who 


opens ne and gainful avenues to commerce; introduces and improves manufacturers N 


manufaRorjes ; Or, finally, prevails:on ingenious foreigners to ſertle among u. 
x has already been.owned,, that. thaugh we, cannot, Iike the cenſors of Rome, mult and 


puniſh the undeſerviog, otherwiſe than by diſcountenancing them z yet we may, with the 


moſt perſect propmiety, diſcourage ;upwortuinels, by being careful to encourage worth,

ſelves and their families in comfort, after having led a life of labour, without having re- 
ceived any parochial aids, and without baving ever been beggars: to any man, who, neither 
having, nor having ever had, ten pounds à yeat, unearned by his own exertions; has reared” 
and put out to honeſt trades and employments five children: and on the principle of the 
Roman Ius triam Liberorum; ſome favourable notice ſhould be taken of all thoſs honeſt 
people, who have a latge number of children, with little proviſion for them. | 

« Thoſe particularly uſeful members of the community,. meritorious —— ar are no- 


where ſo well paid as they ought to be; but in this county, there is reaſon. to believe, 


their ſervices are particularly ill requited : it would then highly become ſuch a Society to 
weren their numbers, and their feſpectabllity, by well-deviſed additional emoluments. 
It would too be of infinite ule, and therefore highly proper, for ſuch a Society to patronize, 
to adopt, and maintain youths of ſingularly promiſing parts, whoſe parents are too poor to 
give them à ſuitable education; or, at leaſt, to contribute ſomething towards maintaining 
and educating mem. Some kind and honourable notice might alſo, with great propriety, 
be taken of curates, or officiating miniſters, of fair characters, who have large families, 
with but ſmall ſalaries: of diſſenting teachers, who are known to be good men, and diſ- 


ſenters merely from motives of conſtience, whoſe ĩncomes, owing entirely to the ſcanty cir- 


cumſtances of their reſpective congregations, are incompetent to à detent maintenance of 


themſelves and families: of any perſon, of a good life, who ſhall; apparently on real con- 


viction, relinquiſh the communion of diſſenters of any denomination, and return to the 
boſom of the Eſtabliſhed Church: of the people of any chapelry or pariſh,” who ſhall, among 


themſelves, in any way, raiſe a ſum adequate to their circumſtances, to rebuild, repair, en- 


large, or beautify a decayed and inſufficient church or chapel: and; perhaps, above all, of 
literary men, and literary compoſitions of merit, whether claſſical, ſcientifical, or theologi-- 
cal; or even works of taſte only. Tt would be particularly -neceſlary and proper for ſuch a 
Society to contribute largely to the circulation of uſeful publications, or extracts of uſeful 
publications, by enabling the authors or publiſhers to Rl tem at low prices. This expedi- 


ent, it is too well known, is practiſed, to à great extent, by ſome Popular Sbeieties of very 


queſtionable principles: and hende the prodigious circulation of Wee gutta — 
other ſeditious and miſchievous publications. Nur eft et ab bee dareri.

bealing more ſimple, more eaſy, and more certain; or who, not being a quack, ſhall give 
proof of his having attended and benefited the, moſt patients, with the Jeaſt profit to him- 
ſelf? Above all, who would not be delighted to, have an opportunity of diſtinguiſhing, by 
ſome adequate teſtimony of the public approbation, that firſt and greateſt of all human cha- 
raQters, a learned, laborious, and exemplary pariſh prieſt ; who has conſtantly reſided, and 
continues to reſide, among his flock ; who, in proportion to the number of inhabitants in 
his pariſh, has the moſt church-going people, the feweſt ſeparatiſts, feweſt frequenters of 
ale-houſes, and. fewelt litigious and quarrelſome perſons ; and, in ſhort, the feweſt idle, = 
leſs, or diſorderly people? | 

Fain would I yet add to this Rill impetfect liſt of meritorious members of the commu- 
nity, thoſe of eur reſpectable Repreſentatives in Parliament, who ſhall give us any ſatisfac- 
tory aſſurances, that, in any inſtance, they haye been both willing and able to render any 
particular ſervice to this county: diligent, active, and upright magiſtrates ; men in office, 
Who, though. faithful and firm, are alſo mild and unaſſuming: and, finally, the nobility, 

gentry, and commonalty of our county, who, by reſiding much among us, not only ſet us 
an uſeful example of liberal and decorous manners, but, by their influence, give their re- 
ſpective neighbourhoods a weight and reſpectability, which is of no ordinary value, But 
ſuch characters are beyond our reach: for what added honours could any See confer on 
men already ſo ennobled ? FOR" 

“ Prolix, and perhaps romantic, as this enumeration of objects likely to deſerve the at- 
tention of ſuch an inſtitution may be deemed, many more might be added. If means could 
be found, ſome reward ſhould be beſtowed on the perſon, who, in any. way, ſuch as no 
conjeQure can previouſly ſpecify, has rendered ſome eſſential ſervices to his neighbourhood 


or community, by ſomething, analogous to the Roman civic crown : ſomething too to the 


man, who, by extraordinary vigilance and ſpirit, ſhall detect, and purſue to conviction, va- 
gabonds,. ſwindlers, cheats, or. t thieves ; „ who ſhall hit upon any rational and practicable ex- 
pedient, conſtantly to provide employment for the Labouring Part of the community, on 
adequate wages ; and, by preventing idleneſs and waltefulneſs, thus eventually reduce the 
Poor Rates. Liberal telief too ſhould be extended to ſuch perſons as one would be ſorry 
to ſee laid on the pariſh, Who, through misfortunes alone, are reduced, from eaſy circum- 
ſtances, to ſtraits and difficuluies: 
ing ſpent the flower of their age in the ſervice of their country, are, amidſt infirmities and 
in old age, without penſions, and deſtitute. and neceſſitous.—Some liberal and effectual 


aſſiſtance ſhould alſo be given to unſucceſsful merchants : to impoveriſhed farmers and me- 


chanics to png clergymen and, reer: to se gentlemen : and per-

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But, it is now. high time to take into conſideration the means, by which it 23 gem 


poſſible to carry alb theſe great purpoſes into effect. The obvious and, uſual reſource, in all 


ſuch caſes, is a voluntary ſubſcription. I am; not ſo viſionaty as to fancy, that any expe-, - 


dient can be deviſed to render a ſubſeription wholly unneceſſary: but, I am confident, that 
it ine ſcheme of the Loan · Office be well digeſted, and e it will not.

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be af the greateſt; beueßt to our county, but ad render any ſubſcriptions neceſſary only at 
the” commencement of the Society. Men more converſant with ſuch ſubjects than I can 
pretend to be, may fuggeſt aud form Milf better plaus: I can think of none better than the 
model of the Loabd- Office in Pennſylvania, und of the Bank of England; which, by the na- 
tural efficiency of this ſingle principle, is become the richeſt company that either is, or ever 
+ © was, in the world. And whillt the company bas thiis' enriched: itſelf, it has at the ſame 
time, and by the lame | means, enriched. the nation. The ſame principle—the principle I 
mean of drawing an'intereſt from an idea} capital only, and on the ſtrength of their own 
credit, is, I. ſuppoſe, the baſis of all private banks. Now, what the Bank of England is 
to the kingdom at large, the Cumberland Loan-Office may be to the county of Cumber- 
land. Let our men of property become the members of it; aud let it be founded on, and 
ſupported by, the broad bottom of a large proportion of all the landed property in the 
county.” Vittle {kill is requiſite to form it on ſuch a plan, as that, with but common care 
in the conducting of it, che property, thus pledged, needs not be expoſed to any alarming 
riſk.” I propoſe; that no perſon, not poſſeſſed of a competent quantity of landed property in 
the county, ſhall have any concern in it, either as a lender, or a borrower :- that notes ſhalt 
be iſſued on real ſecurity, and at a very low intereſt : that the perſons to be immediately 
employed in the conducting of the Office, ſhall have handfome falaries ; they, at the ſame 
ume, giving ſufficient ſecurity for their care and fidelity: that their accounts ſhall be audited 
at leaſt chrice, if not four times, every year: and, laſtly, that When all the expences inci- 
dent to the Office are defrayed, the ſurpluſage of profit ſhall be applied to the carrying into 
effect the other objects of the Aſſociation, as well as any other meafure that may hereafter 
be ſuggeſted for the benefit of the county; All theſe ideas, however, às well as every other 
ſuggeſtion reſpecting this or any other part of the plan, are, with great deference, fibmit- - 
ted, my countrymen, to your bon cobſideration and correctien. 
elt will be obvious to you, that men only of ſome property can with propriety become 
members of this Aſſociation... If then, my countrymen, this Addreſs is fo fortunate as to 
engage your attention, to give it efficiency, the firſt ſtep will be, to have a meeting of the 
men of property of the county, either at Whitehaven, Cockermouth, or Carliſſe; to take 
into conſideration the various matters here ſuggeſted,” and ſich as may be ſuggeſted from 
\ % other quarters. At ſuch a meeting, after che appointment of a Chairman, the point firſt to 
= . be diſcuſſed and reſolved, is the propriety of ſurl an Aſſbciation on terms to be ſettled by 
the aſſociators. But as no ſuch Soeiety can be formed; to any purpoſe, without ſome funds, 
permit me to propoſe, that every perſon, on becoming a member, ſhall immediately depoſit

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WP I, however, apprehenftont ſhould be entertained, that the xeuling all thoſe whoſe eſtates 
are leſs than 100/. a year---of whom there are many in this county---would- greatly cripple 
the ſubſcription; it may, perhaps, be practicable to remedy it by the ſubſtitution of a pa- 


rochial ſubſcription, There are, I believe, in the county, ſomewhere about an hundred 


pariſhes: now, if every pariſh could be prevailed upon voluntarily to tax itſelf with only one 
— for every hundred pounds of it's landed revenue, to be levied, in exact proportion, 

of the land-holders only, a conſiderable ſum would be raiſed. And ſurely it is neither ex- 
travagant nor romantie to Mpeg that ſo ge a das for ſo good a purpoſe, would

« On the ſuppoſition, that, at this firſt meeting, any great e ſhould be reſolved on, 
and particularly the. experimental farms, 'a conſiderable ſum will indeed be wanted. To 
obtain this, an expedient might be propoſed; were I not diſcouraged by the apprehenſion 
of it's ſubjecting me to the imputation of pointing, perhaps invidiouſly, at ſome individuals. 
8o unworthy a ſurtniſe I beg leave moſt pointedly. to diſavow : my ſuggeſtions may be un- 
popular, or otherwiſe exceptionable; but they proceed from no unworthy motives. ä 


« There is a moral, as well as a rational, fitneſs and propriety in that clauſe, which, I be- 


lieve, always finds a place in a-leaſe, viz. that the fodder, or (in our Cumberland phraſe,) 
the veftures, are to be ſpent on the ground that produces them. It is to my preſent purpoſe 
to advert · only to the moral of this clauſe z and to deduce from it this not unreaſonable in- 
ference, that the country Which gives any man bread, has, in return, the faireſt claim to 
his regards and good offices. Every man therefore aQtually is, and ſhould feel himſelf, under 
peculiar obligations to promote the intereſts of that country in which his eſtate lies. 

« Now it happens, that, in Cumberland, as it poſſibly may be the caſe in ſome other coun- 
ties, the principal Jand-holders do not reſide in Cumberland. I ſtudiouſly decline any cal- 


culation as to the propottion of our foil: which is poſſeſſed by thoſe who very rarely ſet a 


foot on it: the enquiry does not immediately preſs on us. But, I venture to foretell, that, 


if ever the amount of it is aſcertained and ſtated, it will aſtoniſn us all. With all my anxiety - 


not to give offence, it is not eaſy to reſtrain one's-ſelf from aſking,, where, on any of the 
great eſtates in our county, any ſtately manſions have lately been erected, or any other 
capital improvement made, rexcepting perhaps an augmentation of the rent- roll? There 
was indeed once, among us, a man, whoſe merits in this way were fo tranſcendent, as almoſt 
to atone for the defects of a kingdom: but- Dr. Graham is no more; he was our Peter 


the Great: and one might almoſt be forgiven for — that not N only, * the 


whole county, had been his eſtate. 


This has not been here noticed, to furniſh me with a DER Ft revometicading a tax 


on abſentees, as has ſo often been idly talked of in Ireland; and ſtill leſs with the odious 


view of rendering ſuch landiholders unpopular. I may be permitted to wiſh, however, that 


the caſe were otherwiſe; but as remedies ſometimes turn out to be worſe than the diſeaſes 


they were meant to cure, no evils that can poſſibly reſult from ſuch an' inequality of pro- 


perty, are to be compared to thoſe which might be expected from an agrarian law. And 
yet that is the only corrective, which the policy of mankind has ever beem able to deyiſe for

ſpectable peers and commoners, ſo circumſtanced, may now ſee that it is neither unfit nor 
unreaſonable for them on this occaſion to conſent to a kind of a double tax; which will pro- 


Aſſum- 
ing then (as the octaſion ſeems to require that I ſhould,) the tone of a dictator, I propoſe, 

| chat every land-holder in this county, of whatever rank, ſtation, or income, not reſident i in 

| the county, ſhall become a ſubſeriber to, and a member of, the Cumberland Aſſociation for 


the promotion of -agriculture, manufactures, commerce, arts, ſciences, literature, better 


| patice and good manners in Cumberland: and, on admiſſion, © depoſit not leſs than two 


guineas for every hundred a- year he is worth in the county. I ſhould bluſh to think it poſ- 


ſible, that either this, or wp former nn . che ſums to be au RN ſhould 


be thought unreaſonable. 

& According to the plan here laid down, eee of We a-year, on becoming a 
ſubſctiber, will become a member of the Society; every pariſh alſo, adopting the meaſure 
here recommended, will be entitled to be conſidered as a member. But as the incompetency 
of ſo large a body to tranſa@ buſineſs muſt be evident, the next ſtep proper to be taken by 


the general meeting, it is preſumed, will be, to chooſe a committee or dommittees out of 


the whole ; to conſiſt of not leſs than 50, nor more than 100. Every ſubſcriber, even the 
joweſt, to have one vete in the election of every one member of the committee; and the 


nigheſt ſubſcriber not to have more than five or ten votes. A pariſh is to be regarded 48 


an individual, and it's right of voting to be aſcertained from it's ſubſcriptions. Out of this 
committee, or out of the general body, as may be found moſt convenient, ſele committees 
of fewer numbers muſt be formed; one, in particular, of great and peculiar talents and 
abilities, to frame and conduct the Loan- Office: one for commerce, manufactures, &c.— 
one for agriculture & c. and one for learning, police, manners, &c. all of which however 
muſt be ſubordinate and ſubject to the controul of the general committee; as they, in 


their turn, are, and muſt be ſtill, under the controul of their conſtituents, .a majority of the 


whole body of ſubſcribers. The committees thus elected to continue ſuch for—not leſs 


<han-three, nor more than ſeven years; with powers to fill up any incidental vacancies, by 


* 


a majority of voices among themſelves; and one-third of their body to be a_ quorum. On 


the termination of the firſt period, a new committee or committees to be again elected by a 
majority of ſubſcribers; any old member of the committee being again eligible. The com- 
5 mittees muſt always be open ones; into which any member, though not of the committee, 
hall have a right to be admitted ; and to ſpeak and propoſe any thing which he may deem 
to be for the intereſt of the Society, or the County; but not to have a vote. The general

committee ſhould have at leaſt four meetings in the yeat, alternately at Carliſle, Cocker- 
* en, and Whitehaven; or any other place appointed by themſelves. In them too muſt 


den 9 — et commas whom the future circumſtances 
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of the Society may render neceſſary: but it is left to the meeting to en ** they 
themſelves ſhall not firſt name a treaſurer and ſecretary. It ſeems alſo moſt properly to be- 
long to the general meeting, to appoint their own auditors; who muſt be members, and 
conſiſt of not fewer than ſeven, nor more than eleven. At the cloſe. of every year, a fair 
ſtatement of all 'receipts and expenditures ſhall be drawn up and printed; and, together witk 
an account of all the*tranſaQions of the Society, tranſmitted to every member: 

<* Subordinate and ſubſervient to this grand committee, it may poſſibly be found expedient 
to have a committee in each of the wards of the county; whoſe office it ſhall be to collect, 
digeſt, and methodize every information that may ſeem likely to promote the general wel. 
fare, and tranſmit it to the grand committee; and from time to time ſuggeſt new ideas and 
new plans for the further extenſion-and — of the 3 and the benefit of the 
County. 

4 This Addreſs has unavoidably run out already to an plac bias elſe, as I foot 
that T'cannot'difmiſs it with a frigid unconcern as to its ſucceſs, I ſhould have ſolicited your 
indulgence a little longer, whilſt I barely hint at ſome of the many additional motives, . 
which, I have perſuade myſelf; ſhould influence you to countenance ng {cheme now ſub= 
mitted to your conũderation. 


« We.muſt differ from all the reſt of the world, if the patronizing and carrying into — 
ſome. ſuch public - ſpirited ſcheme as has here been ſuggeſted, would not excite among us : 
ſpirit of improvement, highly beneficial” to us, both as Individuals, and as a Public. I am 
ſanguine enough to believe, that the moment this of ſome ſimilar plan is adopted, the little 
property which I have in the county will be advanced in value at leaſt five per cent. It 
is ſome recommendation of the meaſure, that it will often bring together the moſt conſider- 
able people of the county,. and thus make men of worth well known to men of worth. 
Whereas, at preſent, one who lives in the neighbourhood of Gilſtand is probably much 
better acquainted with people in Bond- ſtreet or Cheapſide, than he is with his countrymeni 
living near Ravenglaſs; Q wice verſa. It would excite honourable. competitions; and at the 
ſame time diſcourage all mean and unworthy. rivalſhips. It would in particular diſcounte- 

nance and put to ſhame that dzmon, the ſcourge and the curſe of our county, the Spirit of
